Because of what is regarded as a violation of their pa- 
role by three officers of the Russian cruiser Lena, which 
is now interned at the Mare Island Navy Yard, an ex- 
ceedingly distasteful. incident has arisen between the Gov- 
ernments of the United States and Russia. When the 
Lena was dismantled at Mare Island as the alternative of 
her departure from American waters, her commander, 
Captain Berlinsky, and his subordinate officers and crew, 
numbering some four hundred in all, gave their paroles 
pledging themselves not to return to Russia during the 
present war. On the strength of this pledge both officers 
and men have been treated with the utmost consideration 
by Rear Admiral McCalla, commandant of the Mare Isl- 
and Yard, and have enjoyed the status of guests of the 
United States. Captain Berlinsky and his fellow officers 
have been most hospitably received in social circles and 
their enforced stay in the United States has been ren- 
dered as pleasant as possible. They have been favored 
guests at entertainments given by Admiral McCalla and 
by other officers stationed at the yard; they have had fre- 
quent leave to visit San Francisco and points still more 
remote, and everything within reason has been done to 
make their sojourn agreeable. In the main, these cour- 
tesies have been fully appreciated, Captain Berlinsky and 
all but three of his fellow-officers having scrupulously ob- 
served their obligations. The three exceptions, two mid- 
shipmen and one engineer, it is alleged, after obtaining a 
two weeks’ leave of absence to visit San Francisco, have 
returned to Russia and it is said that they have appeared 
in St. Petersburg. This information which, it is alleged, 
was submitted to Admiral McCalla by Captain Berlinsky 
himself, has been referred to the Navy Department and 
by it placed before the Secretary of State. The facts of 
the matter have been cabled to the American Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg with instructions to ask the imperial 
government to send the rerreant officers back to the Unit- 
ed States in case such action is not taken voluntarily. It 
is believed, however, that Russia herself will realize the im- 
portance of acting without waiting for any intimation 
from Washington, and that the unduly zealous officers 
who have virtually branded her with the stigma of in- 
ternational dishonor will be obliged to return to Mare Isl- 
and. The United States is to a certain extent morally 
bound to maintain the inactivity of the Lena and her offi- 
cers and men during the war, and to that end an engage- 
ment was entered into in good faith, whereby Captain 
Berlinsky and his fellow officers, together with the mem- 
bers of his crew, pledged themselves to remain in Amer- 
ican territory until the close of hostilities or until an ar- 
rangement for their release could be established with 
Japan. The violation of that obligation by three of the 
paroled officers is of course extremely unfortunate, but 
it would be unjust to charge it to bad faith on the part 
of the Russian Government. It is probably nothing more 
than an act of unreasoning zeal and indiscretion on the 
part of three young officers, for whose misconduct their 
Government will doubtless be prompt to make all need- 
ful disclaimer and amends. 
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With the approval by Portugal of the American note 
of January 13, 1905, relative to the territorial integ- 
rity of China, the policy of the United States Govern- 
ment with regard to Asia has made its furthest ad- 
vance. In other words, all the powers addressed have 
affirmed the American proposal that China shall not be 
made to suffer territorially on account of the present 
war in the Far East, and that no matter what may be 
the outcome of the conflict, her territory shall be re- 
garded as inviolate. The reiteration of this agreement, 
which was originally entered into on the invitation of 
the United States, is important, not because it affords 
any absolute safeguard against the seizure of Chinese 
territory by foreign nations, but because it will morally 


tend to discourage any such enterprise wherever con- 
templated. The effect of the agreement will be to di- 
minish the likelihood of the invasion of Chinese terri- 
tory or the seizure of Chinese seaports for trivial causes. 
The nations represented in the compact have pledged 
themselves to a definite principle, and the violation of 
that principle by one of their number would presum- 
ably be most vigorously resented by the others. ‘Therein 
lies the security of China. It may not be a lasting se- 
curity, but it is far better, far more effective than any 
that China, in her present condition, could provide for 
herself. Having done what it has, unselfishly and in 
perfect good faith, to protect the territorial integrity as 
well as the national dignity of the Chinese Empire, the 
United States has also taken a new obligation upon it- 
self. As we have already suggested in these columns, 
the close of the Russo-Japanese war seems morally cer- 
tain to re-open the whole international controversy over 
the status of Chinese trade and territory. ‘There will 
be an intense rivalry among competing interests in the 
Chinese markets, and conditions may arise to tempt cer- 
tain nations to repudiate the agreement as to the in- 
tegrity of Chinese territory. The possibility of such 
contingencies requires that the United States shall be 
thoroughly prepared to insist upon fair play and the 
policy of ‘‘the open door” for which it has steadily con- 
tended. As Mr. Cannon, Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, frankly said in the final debate on the 
Navy Appropriation Bill, we have virtually given notice 
to the world that when the present war has terminated 
the United States expects to be heard with regard to the 
status of China, that we shall insist upon the fulfillment 
of existing obligations, and that consequently our im- 
mediate national duty is to prepare for emergencies. The 
cutlook in Asia is of itself an ample justification for 
continued battleship construction for which Speaker 
Cannon so earnestly contended, and to him more, per- 
haps than to any other individual, the country is in- 
debted for the action of the House authorizing two addi- 
tional vessels of the type indicated. 
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One of the most significant tendencies of the military 
policy of progressive nations to-day is its increasing re- 
gard for the comfort, contentment and fair treatment of 
the men in the ranks. In Germany, where abuses of en- 
listed men have been discovered, the offenders have been 
severely punished, and the Emperor has given distinct 
notice that such wrong-doing must stop. Penalties of 
extreme severity have recently been visited upon those 
responsible for the ill-treatment of soldiers, and it is the 
declared policy of the German military authorities to en- 
force justice, fair play and proper protection for every 
member of the army, high or low. With the same object 
in view the British War Office has issued orders to offi- 
cers commanding, requiring them to observe closely and 
report upon the manner and conduct of subordinate of- 
ficers particularly with regard to their treatment of en- 
listed men, the purpose being not only to identify those 
temperamentally unfit for command and thus open the 
way for their elimination, but also to remove all avoida- 
ble cause for discontent among the enlisted force. In 
the British army, as in the German, there has been much 
complaint from the ranks against the treatment received 
from subordinate officers, and this complaint, while prob- 
ably unfounded in some particulars, has stimulated the 
authorities to reformatory efforts which promise salutary 
results. Here in the United States, while complaints 
against subordinate officers are happily few and far be- 
tween, there is a keen desire on the part of the authori- 
ties that our Army shall be a contented army, and that 
consequently nothing should be left undone to insure the 
health, comfort and general welfare of its members. To 
that end officers in command of troops are continually 
studying conditions to ascertain what is needed to cor- 
rect the evil of desertion, to render army life more attrac- 
tive and to draw into the Service the class of young men 
required to maintain its efficiency. The quarters provid- 
ed for the Army are steadily improving, the pay and ra- 
tion are unsurpassed in any other army in the world, it 
has superior facilities for recreation and education and 
its enlisted men are as a rule more intelligent than those 
of any foreign military organization. With these condi- 
tions to begin with, it should be and we believe it is, pos- 
sible to bring the United States Army to a higher level 
of discipline, contentment, vigor and general efficiency 
than it has ever reached hitherto, and its whole tendency 
is in that direction. This. important task devolves in 
large degree upon the younger officers who are in im- 
mediate contact with the men and who are therefore spe- 
cially informed as to their sentiment, their needs and 
their grievances, real and fanciful. To study these con- 
ditions and from that study to discover the means of pro- 
moting contentment, diligence, sobriety and soldierly en- 
thusiasm is one of the most urgent and honorable duties 
of the young officer in time of peace, and it is a pleasure 
to say that all the evidence goes to show that that duty 
is being conscientiously and successfully performed. 
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With regard to a discussion of the Philippine Scouts 
published in these columns on Feb. 11 under the caption, 
“The Peril in the Philippines,’ it is an interesting cir- 
cumstance that the conditions described in that article 
amount virtually to a fulfilment of a prophecy published 
by Lieut. George V. H. Moseley, 1st U.S. Cav., in the 
Journal of the Military Service Institution in January, 
1904. In his paper, a review of which we published a 
year ago, March 12, 1904, Lieutenant Moseley, while ex- 


pressing the opinion that it would ultimately be necessary 
to organize a colonial army for service in the Philippines, 
frankly declared that the Philippine Constabulary did not 
contain the required material and were not equal to the 
task of maintaining law and order in the islands. He 
objected strongly to the custom, already in vogue, of de- 
tailing scout companies to duty with the Philippine Con- 
stabulary under the control of the civil authorities, and 
ventured the prediction that if that arrangement were 
continued the Philippine Scouts would inevitably suffer 
in discipline and efficiency. He therefore urged that the 
scout companies thus detailed should be returned to the 
Army, where they properiy belong and intimated that 
their retention under civil control would be demoralizing 
and unsatisfactory. ‘The conditions which have since 
arisen under the pernicious system to which he and other 
Army officers have earnestly objected, show that Lieuten- 
ant Moseley has made a careful study of the situation as 
he found it during his period of service in the Philippines 
and that he knew exactly what he was talking about 
when he prepared his article. It is significant of the 
serious state of things in the Philippines that the con- 
ditions recently pictured in the ARMy AND Navy JouR- 
NAL were foreseen so long ago by this accomplished officer. 

It may be that in considering the performances of the 
opposing navies in the war in the Far Hast too little at- 
tention has been given to the element of personnel. In 
this respect, especially as regards the enlisted force, the 
Russian navy is the inferior, and for this reason, that 
the crews of the Russian warships are composed wholly 
of conscripts who are required to serve seven years on 
the active list and three with the reserve, They receive 
little or no practical training before assignment to fight- 
ing ships, and such instruction as they get is given en- 
tirely on shore. The discipline to which they are subject 
is extremely severe, all officers, including petty officers, 
having the right to punish any man of lower rank. For- 
eign officers familiar with the Russian naval service are 
amazed at the severity of its punishments. Even a sub- 
lieutenant can stop a man’s leave, and the privilege of 
punishment increases with the increase of rank, a cap- 
tain having power to degrade a junior officer. In com- 
paratively recent years, according to a British officer, the 
whole company of a flagship, officers and men, were de- 
ported to the {Siberian mines for mutinous conduct. The 
system uader which such penalties are permissible cannot 
be conducive to confidence or good understanding between 
officers and men, nor does it seem to be one likely to de- 
velop the loyal, alert and efficient crew needful to success 
in naval warfare. 
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Including in the calculation our correspondence from 
Army posts and naval stations, and the answers to cor- 
respondents, we published Feb. 11 ninety letters ad- 
dressed to the Epiror of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
and had left over nearly as many letters, eighty in all, 
for which we were unable to make room. A statement of 
this fact must be our excuse for any delay in the publi- 
cation of letters received. We regard this correspondence 
as an important feature of the paper and shall do our 
best to accommodate it. The amount of it, however, 
shows the necessity for brevity in each communication. 
Letters from the Services published here have had a 
very important influence in determining action for their 
improvement, as anyone can see who traces the relation 
between these letters and subsequent action by the ex- 
ecutive departments, or by Congress during the last 
forty-two years. With the growth of the military ser- 
vices, and the corresponding increase in the circulation 
of the JOURNAL, this correspondence necessarily increases, 
Our increase of circulation is steady and continuous, the 
subscription receipts for the month of January, 1905, for 
example, showing a gain of fifteen per cent. over those 
for January, 1904.

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Inasmuch as there has been a great deal of senseless 
talk, some of it scandalous, over the fact that certain 
members of the Panama Canal Commission, who are also 
directors of the Panama Railroad Company, have re- 
ceived the fees usually paid to directors for their attend- 
ance at meetings, Rear Admiral Walker, chairman of 
the Canal Commission, has made the following statement 
which effectively disposes of the whole matter: ‘When 
the members of the Canal Commission were made direc- 
tors of the Panama Railroad Company, this matter of the 
attendance fees was taken up. Some of the commission- 
ers thought that they were entitled to these fees and oth- 
ers thought not. As chairman of the commission, I went 
to President Roosevelt, and told him that under the 
President’s order there was a difference of opinion among 
the members of the Canal Commission as to whether they 
should accept attendance fees. The President said that 
these fees should be taken as a matter of course, and that 
the matter was too small to talk about.”

William Evans, who deserted from the receiving ship 
Hancock at the Brooklyn Navy Yard last November, re- 
turned this week as a stowaway on an ocean steamer 
and gave himself up. He reports that he was enticed 
away by a man who took him to England under the prom- 
ise that he would be employed as an acrobat in a circus. 
When Evans found that what was really wanted of him 
was that he should use his skill as a climber in helping 
to rob a bank and refused the job, he was left to take 
care of himself and his experiences were such as to make 
him long for a return to the Navy, even with a term in 
prison awaiting him. 
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Under the arrangement whereby the Canadian Govern- 
ment in July next will take over the defenses of Halifax 
and Esquimault, the Dominion will come into control of 
great modern fortifications, which should be of great 
value in the development and training of her military 
organization. By the terms of the agreement for the 
transfer Canada undertakes to garrison the works indi- 
cated with the required force of all branches of the ser- 
vice—infantry, artillery, army service corps, signal corps, 
and medical corps—and while this program will involve 
an annual outlay of not less than $2,000,000, it will place 
the Canadian military system on a practical army basis, 
differing only in slight degree from that of the British 
Empire. The result probably will be a more symmetrical 
development of the Canadian military establishment and 
a broader system of military education. Hitherto the 
Canadians have devoted themselves more largely to the 
training of cavalry and infantry than do the other arms 
of the service, but with the splendid fortifications at 
Halifax and Esquimault, under their control they will 
naturally give increased attention to engineering and ar- 
tillery with special references to coast defense. To that 
end the British engineering and artillery experts now 
stationed in Canada will be retained there until Canadian 
officers are trained to take their places, after which it is 
intended that the entire personnel of the establishment; 
both officers and men, shall be exclusively Canadian. We 
have no doubt that this change will greatly facilitate 
the creation of the comprehensive military system upon 
which our Canadian neighbors have decided and which 
is a matter of keen and friendly interest to observers 
on this side of the line. The organization of the Cana- 
dian army on the broad lines which have been marked 
out for it, will be regarded by the American people with 
cordial sympathy and approval. For with changing con- 
ditions, both political and commercial, throughout the 
world, the development of the military resources of the 
North American Continent, irrespective of boundary 
lines, is an indispensable safeguard for vast interests 
which the English-speaking nations hold in common.

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Lord Methuen, whose ability as a British military of- 
ficer was proved by his work in the Boer war, declares 
after long experience that the best young officers he has 
ever met were serving in native regiments in India. 
Those officers, he explained, had commands in which 
they could take real interest, plenty of ground for exer- 
cise and they were in a position to assume responsi- 
bilities. Lord Methuen’s remarks contain a suggestion 
relative to the young officers of our own Army, who have 
seen service in the Philippines. During the long and 
arduous campaign in the islands much of the hard work 
was performed by small detachments of troops under the 
command of lieutenants. Those officers, many of whom 
were sent on perilous expeditions into hostile territory, 
developed wonderfully. They proved strong in initiative, 
alert, resourceful and keenly alive to the responsibilities 
of command. Because of their experiences in the rough 
and unhospitable nature of the country, and the treacher- 
ous character of the enemy, we have in the Army a large 
number of lieutenants and captains who are the making 
of field officers of the highest ability. It is unfortunate, 
however, that those who have replaced them in the islands 
have little or no opportunity for the experience of inde- 
pendent action. The Army in the Philippines is tied 
hand and foot. It cannot take the initiative in suppress- 
ing lawlessness and disorder. It cannot act against a 
threat of attack, even if the enemy appears in armed 
force, but must wait for the attack itself, be it with rifle 
or bolo, before offering resistance. Thus tied and forbid- 
den to act, save with the permission of the civil authori- 
ties, the Army is not only largely deprived of the in- 
herent right of self-protection, but its officers and men 
are without those opportunities for practical field train- 
ing to which their very presence in the islands would 
seem to entitle them. 

Secretary Morton has received from the various 
bureau chiefs a memorandum prepared at his request 
giving their several opinions regarding a bill recently 
introduced by Representative Littlefield, of Maine, which 
provides that: ‘No appropriation for any department 
of the Government shall be expended in full prior to the 
end of the fiscal year for which it shall have been ap 
propriated, but all appropriations shall be so apportioned 
and expended as to make the monthly expenditures there- 
under proportionate and adequate for each month during 
the whole fiscal year. No officer, agent or representative 
of the Government shall accept, receive or allow to be 
rendered to the Government any gratuitous service of 
any kind or allow to be received or furnished gratuitous- 
ly to the Government any material or merchandise of 
any kind either directly or indirectly. Any person vio- 
lating any of the provisions hereof shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $100 or by imprisonment for not 
less than one month.” The obvious impracticability of 
this bill is a measure of the common sense of the gentle- 
man introducing it, whose misconceptions on other lines 
we last week gave an illustration. If the bill were to be- 
come a law it would bring utter confusion into the trans- 
action of public business. It is impossible for any dis- 
pensor of public funds to say what will be the expenses 
for any one month, for an accident may increase them 
tenfold. 








Here in the United States the assassination of the 
Grand Duke Sergius of Russia has provoked two strik- 
ing manifestations—one of strong American common 
sense, and one of uncommon nonsense. The latter, 


which should be noted first, was presented by Mr. Baker 
in the House of Representatives on Feb. 20 in a speech 
condemning the President of the United States for send- 
ing a message to the Czar deploring the murder of 
Sergius and declaring that the American people did re- 
gret that dreadful crime. The other and more creditable 
performance was by a police justice of the city of New 
York, Magistrate Ommen, who, in imposing fines up- 
on several agitators for parading the streets and shout- 
ing “Down with the Czar!’ made the following refresh- 
ing observations: “This sort of thing cannot be toler- 
ated in this city. Serious trouble might have come from 
the foolish parading of these men. If they must hold 
meetings, why don’t they orate for clean streets on the 
East Side? That might do more good than the senseless 
cries of ‘Down with the Czar!’ and would not be any- 
where near so harmful.” We leave it to the reader to 
say which of these two representatives of the people is 
worthier of public respect and confidence—the man who 
in Congress condones murder as an agency of political 
reform, or the magistrate of a New York police court 
who insists that ours'is a Government of liberty under 
law which recognizes a public agitation for the assassin- 
ation of foreign rulers as a breach of the peace. 











The- Bureau of Equipment has been advised of the 
completion of the wireless station at Key West which is 
equipped with DeForrest instruments. The results at- 
tained already have been remarkable, and in some re- 
spects are record breakers. A telegram received this 
week from Key West stated that the station there had 
been in communication with Kansas City, Hatteras, 
Chicago, New York and Cleveland and with ships within 
one hundred and fifty miles of New York which carried 
DeForrest apparatus. The War Department has sent 
orders to General Davis, Governor General of the Canal 
Zone, directing him to permit the immediate resumption 
of work upon the wireless station near Colon. A site 
was originally selected for this station and approved by 
the Governor General, who saw fit subsequently to change 
his opinion and offered the Navy another site, but not 
until the Department had gone to considerable expense, 
let a contract for the work and the contractors were on 
the ground. The matter was brought to the attention 
of Secretary Taft with this result.

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The soldiers’ and sailors’ Memorial Hall, corner Elm 
and Grand streets, Cincinnati, to be completed about 
Jan. 1, 1906, will be one of the most splendid buildings 
in the State of Ohio. The Legislature appropriated for 
it $250,000, of which $55,000 was expended on the site. 
On the first floor will be the grand entrance vestibule 
with stairways on either side, post rooms for the G.A.R. 
and a banquet hall. The second floor will be devoted to 
the memorial hall containing relics, flags, standards and 
mementoes of the late wars; it will have a stage at one 
end and will seat nine hundred. ‘The third story will 
consist of a spacious balcony around the entire building 
and the dressing rooms, ete. The building will be thor- 
oughly fireproof, steam-heated and well ventilated by 
forced air. This superb structure is not only useful but 
architecturally beautiful, and a most significant and im- 
pressive tribute to the brave and lamented dead soldiers 
and sailors of Hamilton County, Ohio. 

The U.S. protected cruiser Galveston was placed in 
commission at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., Feb. 15, with 
the usual ceremonies. The vessel is the latest new ship 
to be placed on the active list and is the last of a series 
of five protected cruisers provided for by an Act of Con- 
gress of March 3, 1899. All of the vessels, which are 
sister ships of the Galveston, are known as the sheathed 
protected cruiser type, and have been named the Denver, 
Cleveland, Des Moines, Chattanooga, Tacoma and Gal- 
veston. The Denver was built by Neaffie & Levy, of 
Philadelphia ; the Des Moines by the Fore River Ship 
and Engine Company of Quincy, Mass.; the Tacoma by 
the Union Iron Works, of San Francisco, Cal., the Chat- 
tanooga at the Crescent Shipyard at Elizabethport, N.J., 
and like the Galveston was taken from the hands of its 
builders when the shipbuilding trust failed, and was com- 
pleted at the navy yard, New York. 
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The exact number of midshipmen now in the Naval 
Academy is 661. The present term began with the num- 
ber at 823, but 162 have since left the institution. There 
will probably be a few more resignations as the result 
of the annual examinations, reducing the number at the 
end of the year to about 650. As the whole number 
provided by law is 983, there will be approximately 333 
vacancies to fill by Congressional appointment and ex- 
amination this spring. Experience has shown that about 
70 per cent. of the candidates pass, and if this propor- 
tion is kept up the new class will contain 233 members 
and the Academy 883. The fact that a larger number 
of Congressmen now appoint a number of alternates has 
somewhat increased the percentage of vacancies filled 
and this may make the total a little higher, perhaps 
reaching nine hundred.

The Chief of Staff, acting with the approval of the 
Secretary of War, has decided to organize the entire 
force of Philippine Scouts, fifty companies, into seven 
battalions. ‘There is now one battalion organized and it 
is the intention to organize six additional battalions. Ma- 
jor General Corbin was recently asked to select twenty- 
five first lieutenants of the Regular Service to be cap- 
tains in the Philippine Scouts under the new orjaniza- 





tion and six captains to be majors. He has recommend- 
ed the six captains, but has only found sixteen first lieu- 
tenants whom he considers to be eligible for this duty and 
who can be detailed from their regiments without detri- 
ment to the Service. These names are now before the 
Secretary of War and their details will probably soon be 
officially announced.

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The Secretary of War this week sent to the House a 
request for a deficiency appropriation of $50,000 for the 
maneuvers of the Regular Army and the Organized 
Militia for the year ending Jan. 31, 1905. Secretary 
Taft submits a letter from the Quartermaster General 
which says: “Much difficulty has been experienced in 
the settlement by disbursing officers of accounts payable 
from this appropriation owing to the dissatisfaction with 
awards for damages, etc., and refusals to sign the proper 
vouchers, resulting in considerable delay. The railroads, 
too, have been dilatory in rendering accounts, and the 
exact amount of the outstanding indebtedness cannot be 
stated. It is clear, however, that, in addition to the 
$1,000,000 provided by the Act of April 23, 1904, there 
will be required about $50,000. In order that the funds 
may be available when needed, I request that the ap- 
propriation be provided at the present session of Con- 
gress.”

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The San Juan, P.R., News, of which Elbert M. Rob 
inson, late lieutenant of the Porto Rico Regiment, is 
director and editor, does not approve of the remarks of 
Delegate Degetaus in Congress on the subject of the Por- 
to Rico Regiment. “His views,” the News says, “would 
more nearly have represented his people’s desires had he 
advocated not only the retention of the two battalions 
now in service but the organization of an additional bat- 
talion and the incorporation of the complete regiment 
thus formed into the Regular Army of the United States. 
Inasmuch as the United States Army must be represent- 
ed in Porto Rico, what good reason is there why the 
necessary soldiers should not be native Porto Ricans?” 
The News shows that the regiments of enlistment in the 
Regular Army would bar out the Porto Ricans, as they 
cannot read, write and speak English, but they can shoot 
straight and in drill and discipline they stand high, and 
as we must have troops in Porto Rico it is a matter of 
economy to employ native’ troops there. 








Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, who is to succeed 
Rear Admiral A. S. Barker in command of the North 
Atlantic Fleet next month, has decided to take the bat- 
tleship Maine for his flagship, as this vessel has quarters 
for a fleet chief of staff and is the only battleship now in 
commission thus equipped. It has not been possible to 
determine how far successful have been the repairs at 
the navy yard, Boston, in the effort to reduce her smoke. 
Upon the return from the Caribbean it is the purpose of 
Admiral Evans to give the vessel a very thorough test. 
It is probable that it will be necessary to take fifteen or 
more feet off the smokestacks. The vessel will leave 
Boston within the next few weeks in command of Capt. 
Charles T, Hutchins.

The Navy Department has added a supplement to the 
previous publication of the correspondence on the subject 
of submarines. It covers an informal correspondence 
between Naval Constr. J. J. Woodward, U.S.N., and 
Mr. L. G. Spear, Holland Torpedoboat Company. In- 
cluded in it is a letter from an unnamed foreign expert 
who says: “I am no believer in building boats with de- 
vices for the crew to escape. It is impossible for any 
arrangement to act under all conditions, in fact it is al- 
most correct to say that every accident would neces- 
sitate its own device. What is better, is to try and pre- 
vent the accident. There is no reason why accidents 
should happen in these boats more than surface boats, 
provided attention is paid to detail.” 

It has been definitely decided that Rear Admiral 
Yates Stirling, when he retires from the Service on May 
6 next, shall be succeeded by Rear Admiral William M. 
Folger as commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet, who 
now commands the cruiser squadron of the Asiatic Sta- 
tion. It has long been known that when Admiral Fol- 
ger went out to the Asiatic Station as a captain, 
eventually he was to succeed to the supreme command 
of the fleet, and in view of the fact that Secretary Mor- 
ton and the officials of the Department regard him as 
excellently qualified for this important command the 
original decision of the Department is gladly adhered to.

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The protected cruiser Chattanooga is among the ships 
ordered to join the Caribbean Squadron, commanded by 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee, which is at present in Santo Do- 
mingo waters on account of the disturbed condition of po- 
litical affairs in that misgoverned country. The West 
Virgina, battleship, placed in commission for sea service 
Feb. 13 at the New York Navy Yard, Capt. Conway H. 
arnold, U.S.N., in command, will probably join the 
squadron of evolution at Culebra at once.

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The “Sergeant of Marines” who, in another column ar- 
gues that the corps he belongs to should be abolished, re- 
calls the story of the learned clergyman who, when trim- 
ming his trees, sat astride of a limb and sawed it off be- 
tween himself and the tree. Probably if the Marine Corps 
were abolished our correspondent would hear something 
drop, as the worthy clergyman in the story did. 
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Secretary Morton, upon receiving a vigorous protest 
from the Midvale Steel Company, whose representatives 
were granted a hearing by the President, has, after con- 
ference with members of the special board on whose rec- 
ommendation the Midvale bid was rejected, reconsidered 
his decision and on February 21 announced that of the 
eight thousand tons of armor for the battleship New 
Hampshire and the armored cruisers North Carolina and 
Montana one thousand tons would be awarded the Mid- 
yale company. In its report the board recommended 


that the Midvale bid be rejected on the ground that in 
their opinion the condition of the plant was not such as 
to warrant prompt deliveries of armor. It would appear 
that the Secretary of the Navy thinks otherwise. The 
Midvale bid was, including the royalties required by its 
competitors, from ‘hirty to forty-five dollars per ton 
lower than the bids of the Carnegie and Bethlehem Steel 
companies. Secretary Morton, in awarding to the Mid- 
vale part of this contract stipulates, however, that the 
company must complete deliveries on its last year’s con- 
tract by September, 1906. In response to a resolution of 
the House Secretary Morton has sent to Congress the 
documents relating to the Midvale contract, which are 
published as Document No. 351. In this it is stated that 
“it was found that the then existing forging press of the 
Midvale Company would not admit of the manufacture of 
the plates in question by reason of the limit to the width 
of plate that could be forged under that press, nor was 
the installation of a larger press sufficiently advanced to 
make it probable that plates of the desired width could 
be forged by the company in time to meet the required 
deliveries.” .A tabular comparison shows that the Mid- 
vale Company has no open-hearth furnaces, but is build- 
ing six. The Carnegies now have sixteen and the Beth- 
lehem company eleven. The Midvale Company are build- 
ing twelve treatment-furnaces, the Carnegies now have 
sixteen and the Bethlehem Company fourteen. The Mid- 
vale Company have no oil cooling tank, no rotary saws 
and only one in prospect; no “shapers, no grinding ma- 
chine or hand grinders, no “scaling machine” and no 
“erecting bed plates.’ Under these circumstances the 
Secretary is evidentally investing in “futures.” In all, 
the Midvale Company have thirty-four appliances avail- 
able for the manufacture of armor, and the Bethlehem 
Company 138. The average shipment of armor by the 
Bethlehem Company in 1903-4 was 809.59 tons a month 
or 9,715.13 during the year.

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Arihur Reginald French, eldest son of Lord de Freyne, 
of French Court, County Roscommon, Ireland, and form- 
erly a lieutenant in the Royal Fusiliers, who has been 
missing a month, was located on Feb. 18 as a private 
in the 8th U.S. Infantry at Fort Slocum, N.Y., after 
a general alarm had been sent out for him from Police 
Ileadquarters and lengthy articles on his disappearance 
had appeared in the newspapers. When interviewed 
about his enlistment, French stated that he came to this 
country to go to Canada and join the mounted police, 
but, hearing that the climate there was too cold, he de- 
cided it would be better to join the United States Army. 
Ile had expected to go to his uncle’s ranch in Mexico, 
but, after awaiting a few days and receiving no answer 
to a telegram that he sent to him, inquiring about the 
best route by which to reach that country, he went to a 
recruiting station at Third avenue and Eighth street, 
New York city, where he donned the uniform of Uncle 
Sam and set out for Fort Slocum with a detachment of 
other recruits. “I left my belongings at the St. Denis,” 
said he. “I owed them a few dollars, and I thought the 
value of the traps would cover it. 1 am sorry that there 
has been so much ado about my movements, but I suppose 
it is my own fault. I should have written to my people 
to tell them where I am. I have just written to the 
British Consul, asking him to take no further steps to 
ascertain my whereabouts, as I like the Service and am 
perfectly content to remain where I am.”

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At a gathering on Feb. 19 of certain officers of the 
Zth Army Corps, Spanish-American War, it was decided 
to give a dinner in Washington, D.C., on the evening of 
March 6, complimentary to the Corps Commander, Gen. 
Fitzhugh Lee, and at the same time make this event an 
occasion of reunion for all officers of that corps who are 
able to attend. It is thought that some organization 
should also at that time be effected regarding future 
reunions, It is especially desired that as many officers 
as practicable should attend this, the initial reunion, 
and the date, March 6, has been selected as affording the 
best opportunity to secure this end. Owing to the short 
time intervening it will be necessary for officers desiring 
to attend, to notify this committee at once, that provision 
may be made accordingly. This notice will, so far as 
practicable, be sent to all general officers, staff officers, 
and regimental commanders. Regimental commanders 
are requested to notify all officers of their former regi- 
ments.

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Secretary Taft is doing his utmost to obtain the pas- 
sage this session of the bills to reorganize the Ordnance 
and Medical Departments of the Army. The Secretary 
called at the Capitol this week for the purpose of as- 
certaining the chances of these two bills being voted up- 
on in the House and was informed that, unless some 
pressure could be brought to bear upon Speaker Cannon, 
neither of the bills would ever come to a vote. It is the 
opinion of Chairman Hull of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs that there is little chance of these bills 
coming before the House this session, and he has, it is 
understood, so informed Secretary Taft. Secretary Taft 
will, however, do his utmost to prevail upon Speaker 
Cannon to: let the bills be voted upon, and there is still 
some hope that he will be successful.

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The trial of 2d Lieut, Albert J. Mohn, 4th Cav., is 
giving the War Department untold trouble. In order to 
prevent Lieutenant Mohn from saying, as he did at the 
end of his first trial, that the court was unduly influenced 


against him, a court has been appointed by the President 
for his trial. Lieutenant. Mohn has called for a large 
number of witnesses in his defense, many of whom are 





either in Europe or in distant parts of the country. The 
depositions of these witnesses will be taken. As we have 
stated, Lieutenamt Mohn is now being tried for writing 
a letter to the President complaining that he had been 
unfairly treated by his superior officers and for other 
serious charges. 
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Lieut. General Chaffee, U.S.A., in order to increase the 
cavalry representation in the inaugural parade and at 
the same time recognize the colored troops of the Regular 
Army, has directed that the first squadron of the 9th 
Cavalry, at Fort Riley, Kan., proceed to Washington, 
D.C., to take part in the parade. The regiment served 
in Cuba in the Spanish War, and later in the Philip: 
pine insurrection. It is one of the four colored _regi- 
ments in the Army, and it was because of the President’s 
recollection of its gallant work at El Caney and San 
Juan Hill that the 9th Cavalry is to be in the parade. 
The 10th also would participate for the same reason, but 
the battalions are too distantly located in the North- 
west. 
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Scribner’s Magazine for March publishes an interest- 
ing article by Capt. T. Bentley Mott, U.S.A., entitled, 
“Three Days on the Volga.” It is illustrated by repro- 
ductions of thirty-one photographs by DeWitt C. Falls. 
Captain Mott says of the Volga: ‘‘The animation of the 
river, the constant procession of steamers, rafts, oil- 
boats and tugs, was a great surprise to us all. I doubt 
if the Mississippi can show any such volume of traffic. 
here are four lines of passenger steamers leaving 
every day from Nijni alone. Then the great rafts, tow- 
ering frequently as high as our masts, were never out of 
sight, and oil-boats, with decks awash, steamed endlessly 
by, carrying northward the crude petroleum. of the Cau- 
casus.” 
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While no plans have been made for the two new bat- 
tleships authorized by the House, it is the conviction held 
by many naval officers that the time has come when the 
American Navy should build a battleship with a speed 
equal to that possessed by modern foreign battleships— 
that is twenty knots at least. It is believed that this 
speed can easily be obtained with a seventeen-thousand- 
ton ship without sacrificing any of the guns of the 
main battery. The question will undoubtedly come be- 
fore the Board on Construction in case the Senate passes 
the House bill and the battleships are authorized by the 
Congress. 
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Comdr. Edmund B. Underwood, U.S.N., until recently 
Governor of Tutuila, the American island of the Samoan 
group, declares that the newspaper reports of impending 
political troubles in 'Tutuila are utterly baseless and that 
he turned the post over to his successor, Comdr. Charles 
By: Moore, U.S.N., in its normally quiet and satisfac- 
tory condition. Commander Underwood’s administration 
of affairs in Tutuila was creditable to himself, entirely 
acceptable to the natives, with whom he was highly popu- 
lar, and satisfactory in all respects to the Government 
at Washington. 
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The Senate this week passed the Military Academy 
Appropriation Bill with an amendment placing Senator 
Joseph R. Hawley, who for many years has been chair- 
mon of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, on the 
retired list of the Army with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. The House has agreed to this amendment and has 
still further amended the bill so that Gen, Peter Oster- 
haus, the last of the Civil War corps commanders, shali 
also be placed on the retired list with the rank of briga- 
dier general. It is probable that the bill will become a 
law in this form. 
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Realizing the importance of the bayonet, as demon- 
strated in the Russian-Japanese War, the War Depart- 
ment has issued instructions, that all troops armed with 
the rifle be drilled in the bayonet exercise as given in the 
Infantry Drill Regulations of 1901. A manual of fenc- 
ing with the bayonet will eventually be prepared and is- 
sued to the Army. This bayonet exercise has for some 
years been neglected both in the Army and National 
Guard, 
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Seven saloon keepers in the vicinity of Fort Hamilton, 
N.Y., have been arrested as the result of an investiga- 
tion made by secret service men in their efforts to find 
thousands of dollars’ worth of Government property 
which has been stolen from the Fort Hamilton reserva- 
tion. The saloon men were arrested on the charge of 
having stolen property in their possession. All pleaded 
not guilty, and were held for examination. 








The War Department has been advised of the disap- 
pearance fronr his post at Fort Hunt, Va., of Ist Lieut. 
Alphonse Strebler, Art. Corps. Lieutenant Strebler, 
against whom charges of financial irregularities were be- 
ing formulated at the War Department, left his post 
about two weeks ago. Since then nothing has been learned 
of his whereabouts.

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Former 2d Lieut. Paul H. McDonald, 10th Inf., U.S., 
was placed in the Federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kans., Feb. 17 to serve a two years’ sentence.

THE QUESTION OF ARTILLERY INCREASE. 


The President has read the report of the special com- 
mittee appointed some weeks ago to consider and report 
upon the needs of the Artillery Corps of the Army. Sec- 
retary Taft has decided (and this we learn definitely) to 
take this important question of Artillery increase up with 
Congress at the beginning of the next session and recom- 
mend that the total strength of the Artillery be increased 
by about 5,000 men and the necessary number of officers 
‘as set forth in the report of the special committee. The 
report of Lieut. Gen, A. R. Chaffee, Chief of Staff, on the 
report of the special committee which follows, gives a 
summary of the recommendations and conclusions made 
and set forth in the report of the special committee with 
the remarks of Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, as chief of the 
Third Division of the General Staff. General Chaffee’s 
memorandum report on this subject follows: 

“Hor the Secretary of War: . 

In order that a careful inquiry and report might be 
made in response to the questions submitted by the Sec- 
retary of War, under date of Nov. 14, 1905, the Chief of 
Staff referred the matter to a special committee of five, 
General Staff officers. The questions upon which infor- 
mation is requested are set out upon the first page of the 
report herewith. Seemingly a careful study of the sub- 
ject matter involved in the questions has been made, and 
the answers or conclusions reached are briefly summar- 


ized as follows by Gen is i Shi 
pe ge y General Bliss, assistant to the Chief 


‘After a careful study of the questions pro 
J pounded b 
the Secretary of War in his memorandum, the Special 
oo has arrived at the following general con- 
eS: : 


“4. That our Rgular Army, with th 

Coast Artillery, is a mobile it anata: a he 

2. That, in respect to the maximum efficiency of a 
mobile army under normal circumstances, a relation exists 
between its total strength and the numerical proportions 
of its combatant components (Infantry, Cavalry, Ar- 
tillery), and that the proper relation may be regarded 
as established by the relative proportions adopted in the 
average normal European organization of a mobile army. 

3. That experience demonstrates that our ‘‘first line’”’ 
which will bear the first shock of war and before the re- 
serve strength of the Nation can be called out, must be 
at a minimum a properly organized force of 100,000, and 
that, if at all possible, our peace organization must be 
so calculated as to provide this force when war comes 
in the due proportion of its component parts. 

“4. That the Cavalry of our mobile Army is in due 
proportion to the total minimum strength of our first 
line on the outbreak of war and, therefore, should not be 
reduced under any circumstances. 

“Sa. That our Field Artillery belongs to the mobile 
Army, while the Coast Artillery does not. 

“», That the Field Artillery should therefore be en- 
tirely separated from the general Artillery Corps which 
comprises the Coast Artillery as its principal part. 

““e, That the Field Artillery should receive a regi- 
mental organization, thereby securing unity of adminis- 
tration and the maximum of tactical control and direction 
when combined with the other arms to form the grand 
tactical and strategical units, the divisions and Army 
corps. 

““d. That our Field Artillery is twenty 4-gun bat- 
teries short of its due proportion to the total strength 
of our “first line’ on the outbreak of war (even though 
that due proportion is less than one-half the European 
standard, and that these twenty batteries should there- 
fore be now provided, 

“6. That our Infantry, even on the war footing, is 
very much below its proper proportion to the total maxi- 
mum strength of the ‘first line,’’ and that, while the 
Special Committee does not recommend that an. increase 
be asked for, it should under no circumstances be re- 
duced. 

““The foregoing conclusions embody the answer which 
the Special Committee gives to the Secretary’s question: 
“Ought the other branches (i.e., the Infantry and Cav- 
alry) to be reduced?” Their answer is that under no 
circumstances should the Infantry and Cavalry, or either 
of them, be reduced, either to increase the Artillery or 
for any other purpose. I fully concur in this conclusion, 
accepting as entirely valid the arguments advanced by 
the committee upon this subject.’ 

“The opinion of the Chief of Staff is that the reasons 
given to sustain the answer that our mobile Army can- 
not prudently be reduced and the Artillery (coast defense 
service) be increased by such method are entirely sound 
and the answer to the question fully justified, and it is 
recommended that no reduction of the present Cavalry 
and Infantry forces be favored by the Secretary of War. 

“Unless the position be assumed, and held to, that the 
powerful influence of the United States for independent, 
stable and orderly government may not be diplomatically 
extended beyond the national boundaries in an hour of 
emergency, our mobile Army is at this time low in num- 
bers. It is a well established fact that a mobile army 
must adequately make answer with the Navy. It is 
seldom, indeed, very rare, that a naval demonstration 
or naval battle settles a serious dispute, the Army must 
take the citadel, so to speak, and compel the signature 
of peace: this in the past, and it must follow in the 
future. * * * 

“Having arrived at Conclusions, the stated answer to 
the questions, it may be said further examination and 
argument by the Special Committee, upon an entirely 
different subject, was unwarranted. 

“The additional matter taken up, examined and re- 
ported upon. is important, and the data presented valu- 
able. It is a consideration of the deficiencies—personnel 
and material, but particularly the personnel—of the coast 
defenses, and this, probably with a view to invite special 
attention to its needs, in consequence to the answer to 
your questions that the Cavalry and Infantry should not 
be reduced, and the Artillery not increased at the ex- 
pense of those arms of the Service. A brief summary 
of conclusions of the special committee upon the coast 
defense matter, made by General Bliss, Assistant to the 
Chief of Staff, is as follows: 

“‘T. That the strength of the Coast Artillery bears no 
necessary proportion to the strength of the mobile Army, 
and that its minimum strength must be determined by 
the minimum number of men necessary to serve the guns 
and the submarine accessories in the defense of those 
channels and harbors which Congress has or may de- 
cide shall be defended. * * * 

“Tt appears that in order to provide what the com- 
mittce assumes to be the minimum personnel necessary 
for the gun and mine defense of all our defended har- 


‘bors, will require a total of 1,640 officers and 38,060 en- 


listed men. The present personnel of our Coast Artil- 
lery is 525 officers and 13,792 enlisted men. The conclu- 
sion is that on the outbreak of war, or in advance there- 
of, we must provide for a minimum deficiency of 1,115 
officers and 24,28 enlisted men. The committee supplies 
this deficiency as follows: 

“‘a. It assumes that a reasonable degree of security 
requires that we shall be able to close all our harbors 
by mine obstructions immediately. It further assumes 
that, if all necessary material be provided and on hand, 
a trained and expert personnel of 174 officers and 5,145 en- 
listed men will be able to close these harbors within 
forty-eight hours, forty-eight hours being accepted as 
an equivalent to the word immediately above used. For 
reasons which it gives the committee neglects the as- 
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sumption in the Secretary’s memorandum that the per- 
sonnel of the Regular Army shall not be inereased, and 
recommends that this total of 174 officers and 5,145 en- 
listed men be at once added to the personnel of our 
Coast Artillery. 

“b> The mine defenses being provided for as shown 
above, there still remains a deficiency of 941 officers and 
19,118 men for the minimum gun defense of all our har- 
bors. The committee provides for this deficiency as fol- 
lows: : 

“4. The committee finds that if the entire present 
personnel of. the Coast Artillery were, on the outbreak 
of war, concentrated at the most important harbors 
which are enumerated on page 18 of its report, there 
would still be a deficiency, for their minimum defense, of 
422 officers and 7,4% men. It assumes that the present 
thoroughly trained personnel could be increased, just 
prior to the outbreak of war, by fifty per cent. in en- 
listed men, and a due proportion of officers, and still 
retain a high efficiency. I concur with the committee 
in this opinion. 

“The committee, therefore, concludes that the com- 
plete gun defense of our most important harbors would 
be provided for if Congress were to authorize the Presi- 
dent, on the evident near approach of war, to increase 
the present Coast Artillery by fifty per cent., and it 
recommends that legislation be sought to this end. 

“9 For the complete minimum gun defense of the 
remaining harbors there will be required approximately 
500 officers and between 11,000 and 12,000 enlisted men. 
The committee proposes to supply this deficiency by a 
Seacoast Artillery Reserve to be raised under the condi- 
tions set forth in its report and for the authorization of 
which it recommends appropriate legislation.’ 

Continuing, General Chaffee says: 

“There is no doubt whatever that the gradual develop- 
ment already made in our coast defenses, in pursuance of 
the Endicott Board scheme, has outgrown the provision 
hitherto made for personnel necessary to tolerable effi- 
ciency ; also, that each succeeding year adds to the strain 
put upon this short-handed condition. In addition 
to some new construction at home, which will have to be 
manned by the Coast Artillery when completed, we are 
engaged upon construction of coast defense batteries at 
Manila, Subig Bay and Guantanamo. These will call for 
about 1,000 men, to properly man the defenses provided 
for when completed, and it seems impossible to supply the 
force or any part of it from stations in the United States. 
Theoretically, it is right to assume conditions of person- 
nel that will permit all guns to be put in action at one 
and the same hour, but this desirable condition may not 
be expected to exist in time of peace. Defenses in the vi- 
cinity of Manila and Guantanamo should, however, be 
kept efficiently manned at all times—that is to say one 
complete relief ought to be kept at the guns, as the dis- 
tance from the United States is great in both instances, 
and reinforcements would consume so much time as to 
endanger the defense, under conditions quite readily un- 
derstood. 

“It seems clear that an increase of the Coast Artillery 
should be made—the strength of the Army increased ; 
that there is special need to make provision at an early 
date for manning our defense abroad as soon as complet- 
ed, and to do this, if really necessary, quite independently 
of known deficiencies at home, where extraordinary emer- 
gencies may be more easily met and in some degree satis- 
fied with emergency men. The proposition of the com- 
mittee, to provide emergency personnel under Congres- 
sional authority for the President to expand our present 
force 50 per cent. at the outbreak or war and for the 
creation of seacoast reserve, appears to be of such merit 
as to amply justify submission to Congress for consider- 
ation, and that it receive the recommendation of the Sec- 
retary of War. A few years of trial for the latter propo- 
sition will demonstrate success or failure, and furnish 
guide for other recommendation, if found necessary. 

“According to the report of the special committee, the 
most pressing need for personnel (it being necessary to 
limit an increase of the Army to the fewest number of 
men possible) is for torpedo service, for service of the 
small caliber guns which are to protect the mine fields, 
and for care and operation of power plants and search- 
lights. The increase is specially intended by the com- 
mittee to provide officers and men in such number as wil] 
permit a special organization for the service just men- 
tioned. No part of the increase is intended as an addi- 
tion to the personnel for the heavy guns, further than to 
supply them with power and light, although it is vividly 
apparent that additional men must be provided for the 
new batteries beyond sea, and some at home. 

“There is no doubt that the torpedo defense is valuabie, 
and it is auxilliary to the heavy gun defense, and must 
share with the latter in paucity of personnel in peace 
periods, as necessary. Men are needed for the general 
defense. The duties of officers and men must be admin- 
istratively determined to meet conditions as they may be 
found to exist. 

“The ideal service which the special committee pro- 
poses for the personnel it is necessary to add to the coast 
defense service as set out in Appendix C, amounting to 
169 officers and 4,970 men for the United States, five of- 
ficers and 175 men for mine service at Manila (Appendix 
F), making a total of 174 officers and 5,145 men. There 
is real necessity for adding this number of troops to the 
present strength of the Coast Artillery (13,792), and it 
is urgently recommended that Congress be asked to take 
measures, in due order to that end: 

“(a) As there are no barracks and quarters for hous- 
ing an additional force, the first necessity is to provide 
buildings for this purpose just as in the Navy ships are 
provided before the men. We have now at this time a 
single barrack available for an additional company of 
Coast Artillery troops. The Quartermaster General’s es- 
timate (Appendix ID) for housing the force which it is 
desired to add to the Army is $5,440,000. Our experience 
in the past justifies the statement that one year and a 
half, at least, are necessary in which to make contracts 
and construct barracks and quarters for one company, 
after the appropriation becomes available. 

“(b) It is recommended that the necessity for increas- 
ing the personnel for seacoast defenses be presented to 
Congress, and that request be made for a special appro- 
priation of $5,400,000 for construction of barracks and 
quarters to be immediately available. If this provision 
be made, it will be practically certain that the personnel 
will be authorized as soon as it can be cared for. 

“(c) The proposition being for an increase for the 
peace status, it is decidedly best that the action go for- 
ward right end in front, therefore, barracks (which we 
must have with the men) in advance of the men. If this 
be done, it is apparent there will result an actual saving 
of $3,000,000 for pay, subsistence and clothing of troops 
during the period of construction of the buildings, at the 
expense, of course, of prolonging for the time the short- 
handed condition of the present, which is, I think, the 
lesser evil, if the work be promptly put in way. 

“TIT concur with the special committee that the Field 
Artillery should be given regimental organization, and 
that it be completely separated from the Coast Artillery 
end become a distinct arm of the Service in every re- 
spect. Unfortunately, the thirty batteries in service are 
so widely dispersed in garrisons, by battalions of two 


batteries each, that the full benefit of regimental organi- 
zation may not be felt by them immediately, or until con- 
centration can be effected through re-arrangement and 
construction of barracks. But in a period of hostilities 
there is no question regarding benefit resulting from such 
reorganization in the manner disclosed in the report. 
“Should the report and conclusions be approved or 
partly concurred in by the Secretary of War, a bill and 
estimates can be soon prepared for submission to Con-

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 
Governors Island, N.Y., Feb. 16, 1905. 
‘To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
General Daggett urges a vote for the single amend- 
ment last sent out by the secretary of the Army Mutual 


Aid Association. 

While this amendment justly reclassifies the older 
members. it fails to supply any remedy for the reduced 
income that will result from a large number of mem- 
bers paying much lower rates. It leaves us to depend 
for our income on the present fluctuating assessment 
system, and the history of insurance teaches us that or- 
ganizations conducted on that system have, sooner or 
later, failed. Although it would benefit me by reducing 
the age at which I would be assessed by nearly sixteen 
years, I shall vote against it. 

“General Clous, in his article, claims that because the 
proposed new constitution is laid ‘‘on the line of the ‘old 
line’ insurance companies,” it discards all “fraternal 
and mutual features of our present organization.” 
doubt if he ean find any logical grounds on which to base 
such an assertion. When we first banded together in 
our association and determined that our insurance should 
be conducted on the assessment plan, no one questioned 
the fraternal and mutual quality of our action, and, had 
we at that time decided to conduct our association on the 
level rate plan, our action would have been just as 
fraternal, just as mutual. If now we decide, after 
twenty-five years’ experience, that the level rate system 
is the safest for us to follow, we can adopt it and follow 
it in the same spirit of fraternity and mutuality that has 
governed us in the past. In framing the proposed new 
constitution it was the intention to adopt “only a por- 
tion” of the system of the old line companies; only that 
portion most applicable to our little association. We de- 
sire, for instance, to accumulate no huge fund from 
which to erect handsome office buildings. 

The example which General Clous quotes from Mr. 
Eldridge is applicable neither to the old line companies 
nor to our association. Its figures are based on a four 
per cent. income from money, while all reliable insur- 
ance companies are basing their business on a three per 
cent. income. The figures in the proposed new consti- 
tution are all on a three per cent. basis. 

In General Clous’ reference to ‘‘Section 4” (he means 
Article 4, Sec. 3), he asserts that “assessment” and 
“premium” are “ordinarily in life insurance used as in- 
terchangable terms.”’ Each of these terms has its posi- 
tive meaning in insurance and neither means the other. 
They are just as interchangable as are “Cavalry” and 
“Coast Artillery” in our service. Nothing in the pro- 
posed new constitution is retroactive in its effects, and, 
if it be adopted, it will rule our association only from 
and after Oct. 1 next. 

The first premiums of the members become due that 
date, and at any time, four or more years after that 
date, any member now belonging to the association, or 
joining it prior to Oct. 1, who has kept his premiums 
paid up, can become nonactive under Art. 4, Sec. 3. It 
would, however, be an unprofitable transaction, and will 
only be undertaken by members when compelled to do 
so by financial stress. With all members joining after 
Oct. 1 the four years will commence from date of joining. 

Previous assessments will not count for that purpose, 
as they were paid into the association under a very dif- 
ferent agreement (present constitution) among ourselves. 
These assessments have been habitually under the actual 
cost of insurance, 

I hope that all members will vote with a clear under- 
standing of this, and all other points. 

To sum up the proposed new constitution: 

1. It gives all members just classification. 
See. I). 

2. It makes just recompense to those of our members 
who may not be able to continue their premiums. (Art. 
4, See. 3). 

3. It insures members at the very lowest rate that can 
be safely accepted. (This is from 22 to per cent. 
lower than the most economical old line company.) (Art. 
5, Sec. 2.) As this rate is “level,” that is, always re- 
mains the same for each member as that which he paid 
on first joining, it assures a permanent income to the 
association proportionate to its membership and amply 
large to meet its needs. (About $94,000 income at 1,400 
members.) In this connection members are requested to 
read carefully pages 21 and 22 of the first pamphlet. 

It permits officers to select such amount of in- 
surance, from $1,000 to $5,000, as they may feel able to 
pay for, and thus enables a young lieutenant, without 
outside income, to make some provision for those dear 
to him. (Art. 6, Sec. 1). 

5. It assures the association a larger reserve fund as 
time passes. By the amounts set forth in Art. 7, Sec. 8, 
each complete group of 100 members (active) in time 
fills its quota of the reserve to $25,000, hence the 
amounts of reserve reverting to the association yearly 
by members non-active and by deaths are increments to 
the total reserve. 

6. It materially simplifies the accounts and book-keep- 
ing of the association.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


In our issue of Feb. 11 we noted the death of Pay 
Director Frank Carvill Cosby, U.S.N., at Washington, 
1).C., on Feb. 8, and in addition to the facts there given, 
we add the following. Pay Director Cosby, at time of 
his retirement, April 10, 1902, was inspector general of 
the Navy and was on a trip around the world for special 


Government inspection of the Asiatic and Mediterranean 
squadrons. He was a man always prominently associated 
in reforms and improvements in the pay corps. and 
identified with many of the best known rules and regula- 
tions now in force. He was on the board establishing 
the present Navy station, for many years was president 
of the Examining Board for admission to the pay corps, 
and was prominent in establishing the forms in force in 
the pay corps. He first entered the Navy in 1857 as a 
captain’s clerk cruising on the coast of Africa after 
slave traders. Rear Admiral Cosby left a widow, Char- 
lotte M., and three sons, the latter being Frank C., 
Arthur M., and Capt. Spencer Cosby, Corps of Engi- 
neers, U.S.A., the latter now stationed with his regiment 
in the Philippines. At the funeral services held Feb. 10 
in St. Thomas’s Church, Washington, the services were 
conducted by the Rev. C. Ernest Smith, assisted by Rev. 
J. A. Aspinwall. The altar was decked with masses of 
floral tributes from the friends of the late naval officer, 
among them being beautiful wreaths from the Military 
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Order of the Loyal Legion, of which he was a member, 
and from former Paymaster General Kenny of-the Navy. 
A feature of the house, 1808 Massachusetts avenue, was 
the presence of a body of eight sailors who acted as body 
carriers, and one trumpeter from the Marine Corps, who 
accompanied the body to Arlington and sounded “taps” 
over the grave. The honorary pallbearers were: Gen. 
John M. Wilson, U.S.A.; Gen. Charles G. Sawtelle, 
U.S.A.; Pay Director Leonard A. Frailey, U.S.N.; Chief 
Engineer Edward D. Robie, U.S.N.; Pay Inspector Liv- 
ingston Hunt, U.S.N.; Paymaster Samuel McGowan, 
U.S.N.; J. Hubley Ashton, Oscar P. Austin. Upon the 
casket containing the body were banked flowers and the 
sword, belt and chapeau of the deceased, while the casket 
itself was draped in the Union Jack, the naval emblem. 
Interment was made in the national cemetery with full 
military honors, while accompanying the body to its last 
abode were members of the Military Order Loyal Legion, 
intimate friends and members of his immediate family as 
well as relatives.

It 
is supposed that the roll of the ship swayed Ahearne in 
front of the rifle, so that he received a wound from which 
he died within twenty minutes. The board appointed to 
investigate the accident will report to the Department 
that the shooting was entirely accidental and that Ahearne 
came to his untimely end in the line of duty. Ahearne 
was highly spoken of by his officers who declared that he 
was frequently found working overtime looking after his 
turret.

Mrs. D. W. Ketcham is critically ill in Phoenix, 
Arizona, where her mother, Mrs. Sibree-Smith, took her 
three weeks ago from Fort Apache. The drive of one 
hundred miles in an ambulance over almost impassable 
roads, and the delay caused by floods, followed by the 
journey from Prescott to Phoenix in a freight car were 
too much for Mrs. Ketcham’s feeble state and brought 
about the illness with which she is now suffering. 

Gen. S. B. M. Young, retired, and Col. Webb C. Hayes 
sailed for Havana Feb, 17. Their mission is to repre- 
sent the Society of Santiago in placing four memorials 
to mark notable points in fighting around Santiago, in 
the Spanish-American War. One will be at El Caney, 
another at Block House, on San Juan Hill; another at 
the spot where the surrender of Toral occurred. The 
memorials will be made of Spanish cannon and mortars, 
with marble tablets bearing suitable inscriptions. 

Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N., formally 
opened the Sportsman’s Exhibition at Madison. Square 
Garden, New York city, Feb. 20. He was accompanied 
by Lieuts. F. L. Chadwick and R. H. Rebinson, Lieut. 
Comdr. Kenjamin ‘Tappan, Naval. Constrs, D. J. Nut- 
ting and William J. Baxter, Gen. Frederick D. Grant 
and Rear Admiral George W. Melville. In an address 
the admiral said in part: “The exhibition to-night marks 
an epoch in our mode of water travel as well as our ad- 
vance in water sport and in the utilities of life as neces- 
sitated by old ocean. The motor boat, as you know, is 
a distinct improvement. It has always been a disidera- 
tum in water travel to reduce the weight of machinery 
and gain power. This led to the magnificent reciprocat- 
ing steam engines and boilers of the present day. Still 
they are not all that can be desired, and the steam motor 
in the shape of the turbine is taking their place. The 
motor boat is now, in my opinion, é to stay.’ The 
navies of the world, the most conservative of all in- 
stitutions, have adopted it as the only solution of sub- 
marine boating, and in that line we have already met 
with a great measure of success.” Sas

Col. James Worden Pope, U.S.A., stationed at 
Philadelphia, gave a most interesting and instructive de- 
scription of the characteristics of the Army of the United 
States in a speech in response to the toast, ““The Army 
of the United States,” at the annual dinner of the Penn- 
sylvania Society of the Cincinnati, Feb. 22. 

Rear Admiral George F. F. Wilde, U.S.N., who has 
been retired, relinquished command of the navy yard, 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 20. The Marine Guard, in command 
of Col. Allan C. Kelton, formed in front of the command- 
ant’s office with the band playing and the yard battery 
fired a salute of thirteen guns in honor of the retiring 
commandant. The rear admiral’s flag was hauled down 
from the receiving ship Wabash and the rear admiral ap- 
peared in front of the building and was saluted by the 
guard. Command of the yard was then handed over to 
Capt. Albert S. Snow, executive officer, and his pennant 
was hoisted on the Wabash. Then followed a reception 
which was attended by all the officers of the yard. 


The War Department on Feb. 22 received a dispatch 
from Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, commanding the Pa- 
cific Division, in which he reports that the Court of the 
First Instance of the Philippines had convicted Major 
Frank Del... Carrington, 1st Inf., of embezzlement of the 
sum of about $1,500 from the Battalion of Philippine 
Scouts which he formerly commanded, and sentenced him 
to be imprisoned for forty years in Bilibid, Manila. Gen- 
eral Corbin says that Major Carrington has appealed to 
a higher court. The War Department is now considering 
the advisability of trying Major Carrington by military 
court-martial. The sentence of the civil court will oper- 
ate to separate him from the Army for forty years and it 

mes necessary to dispose of the question of his status 
in the Military Establishment. If Major Carrington is 
found guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman by court-martial he may then be dismissed or, 
under the ruling of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Blake case, the President may nominate 
an officer to the position held in the Army by Major Car- 
rington and, if the Senate confirms, Major Carrington is 
dropped from the Service without trial. No decision has 
yet been reached of the method to be followed in his case.

GENERAL RECRUITING DEPOTS. 

The Military Secretary, acting under instructions from 
the Chief of Staff and in connection with the establish- 
ment of three general recruiting depots for Cavalry, Ar- 
tillery and Infantry recruits, has written to the com- 
manding generals of the Department of the East and the 
Department of Missouri circular letters of instructions. 
The letter to the Departmeht of the East is as follows. 
The one addressed to the Department of Missouri differs 
only in the assignment of troops—the four troops of the 
9th Cavalry now there, being designated as the garrison 
of Jefferson Barracks : 


W.D., The Military Secretary’s Office, 
Washington, Feb. 15, 19065. 

Sir: The Chief of Staff desires to increase the recruit 
depot feature of Fort Slocum, and with that end in view 
he will direct the necesgary personnel—nine commissioned 
and fifteen non-commissioned—to establish three recruit 
companies of instruction to report for duty at that post. 
The commanding officer of Fort Slocum will, in addition 
to his usual duties, perform the duties imposed by Par. 
851, A.R., on the senior officer on duty with the recruit 
detachment. The 8lst Co., C.A., and Cos. A and B, 8th 
Inf., will constitute the permanent garrison at Fort Slo- 
eum and will perform all guard, extra and special duty, 
and will attend to all the necessary administrative work. 

Depot Administration. 

The barracks not occupied by permanent companies will 
be so divided as to accommodate three companies of re- 
cruits for instruction and administrative purposes. The 
companies will be as nearly equal in size as the arrange- 
ments of buildings will permit. Each recruit company 
will be subdivided into three sections, viz.: Section A, to 
be composed of recruits of less than fifteen days service; 
Section B, to be composed of recruits of more than fifteen 
days, and not exceeding one month service; Section C, to 
be composed of all other recruits, including these of for- 
mer service. 





Section A. 

While in this section all recruits will be under observa- 
tion by the surgeon, and only such will be advanced to 
Section B—as specified later—as are determined to be 
physically, mentally and morally fit for the military ser- 
vice. While in Section A, recruits will be uniformed to 
the extent necessary for comfort only. 

Practical Instruction. Recruits will be thoroughly 
taught how to care for their persons, to fold and care for 
their bedding and clothing, and will be required to keep 
scrupulously clean their own sections and barrack. There 
will be three drills daily (Sunday excepted), of twenty 
minutes each—Pars. 28 to 52, Infantry Drill Regulations. 

Theoretical Instruction. The Articles of War appearing 
in the Soldier's Handbook will be read and explained to 
recruits, and informal talks covering the customs of the 
Service and advice generally will be given by an officer. 

In general, recruits in this section will not be tried by 
court-martial, nor confined in the guard house, unless 
necessary to repress excessive drunkenness or very dis- 
orderly conduct. For any infraction of discipline on the 
part of a recruit a demerit mark, whose value shall be 
fixed by the commanding officer, will be imposed by a 
company officer; but this, only after personal observa- 
tion or investigation, the recruit being present. The com- 
manding officer will prepare a scale of demerit marks 
to classify the conduct of recruits in this section at the 
end of fifteen days’ duty in it. Conduct will be noted as 
“Excellent,” “Very Good,”’ “Good,” ‘Fair’ or “Bad,” ac- 
cording as the man’s behavior, as determined by his de- 
merit marks, falls within the limits fixed by the scale. 

Recruits in this section will not be required to perform 
any fatigue duty, when there are sufficient men in Sec- 
tions B and C. There will be a daily transfer from Sec- 
tion A of all men at the depot fifteen days, who have 
been found by medical examination fit for service. The 
transfer will be formal, at 11 o'clock a.m., upon a duly 
prepared sergeant’s roll, which will be called in the pres- 
ence of the detachment at the hour above named, and as 
the recruit’s name is called his conduct will be announced 
as “Excellent,” “Very Good,” “Good,” ete., as may have 
been ascertained by demerits awarded. The recruit must 
account for all clothing, and issues of every description 

made to him, and be assigned to a bed in Section B. An 
officer of the company and non-commissioned officers in 
charge of Sections A and B will be present at this trans- 


fer. 
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Section B. 

Practical instruction for men in this section will in- 
clude Pars. 28 to 52, and 94 to 118, Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions, and there will be four drills daily (Saturday and 
Sunday excepted), each of thirty-five minutes duration. 
Recruits in Sections B and C will be subject to trial by 
court-martial, for all offenses and neglects of so serious 
a nature that admonition will not satisfy he ends of good 
discipline. General police about recruit barracks will be 
by men of Sections B and C, and the men belonging to 
these sections will perform forty-eight hour tours of 
duty in the mess-hall; the detail being made by roster, 
one-half of the detail to be relieved daily at 3:30 o’clock 
p.m. When on duty in the mess-hall the men will wear 
white cotton suits, furnished and laundered at the ex- 
pense of the mess fund. When beds in Section C are 
available, men will be transferred from Section B to Sec- 
tion C as they become eligible. This transfer will be 
formal in character, taking place daily at 10:30 o’clock 
a.m., and will follow generally the lines laid down for the 
transfer of men from Section A to Section B. 

Section C. 

Practical instruction for men in this section will in- 
clude Pars. 28 to 52, 94 to 118, and 164 to 197, Infantry Drill 
Regulations. The number and length of drills will be as 
prescribed for Section B. Old soldiers will act as file 
closers and as assistants to the instructors. Other pro- 
visions applicable to recruits of Section C are set forth 
in the preceding paragraph headed Section B. Drafts of 
recruits from depots to régiments will be made under in- 
structions from The Military Secretary, from Section C, 
or, in emergencies and to complete the detail, from Sec-

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 25, FEB. 15, 195, WAR DEPT. 

Paragraphs 189, 833, 886 and 1409, Army Regulations, are 
umended to read as follows: 

189. The duties of the division commander pertain to 
the higher functions of command. He originates, directs, 
vr approves military operations within his several de- 
partments, and in case of emergency may transfer from 
one to another requiring re-enforcements. He has super- 
vision over all essentially military matters within his 
division not reserved to other authority, particularly the 
inspection of troops in order to see that they are at all 
times properly supplied, equipped, instructed, disciplined, 
and prepared for active service; designates the time for 
target practice in his several departments, examines and 
consolidates reports of the same, and issues the neces- 
sary orders for holding target competitions within his 
division, and superintends, under direction of the War 
Department, garrison schools. Officers of the Army, 
active and retired, detailed by the War Department to 
duty at colleges, universities, and other institutions of 
learning within the limits of a division, will forward the 
prescribed reports and returns through the division com- 
mander, and all inspections of the military departments 
of such colleges, universities, ete., required by War De- 
partment regulations and orders, will be made by in- 
spectors designated by the division commander for that 
duty. He will have immediate charge of the inspections 
necessary to carry out, for all the organized militia be- 
longing within the limits of his division, the provisions 
of Section 14 of the Militia Act, approved January 21, 
1903; and to assist in this duty, all officers of the Army, 
active or retired, on duty with the organized militia 
within the limits of his division, will report to him and 
will send through him their reports of inspections under 
said Section 14. Reports and returns of the organized 
militia which may be required under the provisions of 
Section 12 of the Act of January 21, 1903, will be referred 
by the War Department to the division commanders for 
their information, to. be returned to the War Department 
for file. 

From his own inspections and those of his inspectors 
the division commander will from time to time convey 
to the Chief of Staff such information of affairs in the 
division as may be useful to the War Department. 

833. All general officers will make a monthly report to 
The Military Secretary of the Army of their stations, 
duties, etc., and those not reported on division, depart- 
ment, or other returns, will also report the names of all 
aides-de-camp attached to their staffs. 

836. An officer of a staff corps or department, or an 
officer serving therein by detail, will report to The Mili- 
tary Secretary of the Army and to the head of his corps 
or department on the last day of every month, giving 
his address, a statement of the duties on which he has 
been employed during the month, the date of his assign- 
ment thereto, and the authority by which so assigned. 
Every officer on the retired list will, unless specially 
exempted, report his address to The Military Secretary 
of the Army on the last day of every month and will also 
report promptly each change of address. 

1409. A soldier retained in service beyond the term of 
enlistment on account of court-martial (except where 
dishonorable discharge is imposed) will be furnished 
final statements bearing actual date of discharge and 
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cause of detention. A soldier in the hands of civil au- 
thorities awaiting trial should, at expiration of term of 
service, be furnished his discharge and final statements 
containing all necessary data for the paymaster, giving 
date and cause of arrest and remark “not entitled to 
pay or clothing since date of arrest unless acquitted or 
released without trial.’ -

The C.O., Fort Niagara, New York: 

Sir: Referring to your communication of the 26th 
ultimo, requesting a decision on certain points in the new 
Infantry Drill Regulations, I am directed by the Chief 
of Staff to inform you as follows: 

a. That it is the intention to have a manual of fencing 
prepared and distributed to the Army, which will include 
fencing with the bayonet, and the “bayonet exercise,”’ as 
prescribed in the old Infantry Drill Regulations, will be 
prescribed in orders from the War Department until the 
new manual is prepared and distributed. 

b. That, as regards advance guard drill, any custom 
authorized under the superseded Drill Regulations is 
authorized under the Regulations now in force, the clause 
of the order of the Secretary of War containing the pro- 
hibition being identical in the two editions, that the ab- 
sence of formal commands and movements should be 
held to increase the initiative of the commanding officer 
as to the methods by which he secures efficiency, and 
that when the terrain and the qualifications of the par- 
ticular groups of men especially concerned are such as 
to render, in his judgment, the adoption of the advance 
guard drill laid down in Wagner’s Service of Security 
and Information advisable; he is authorized to use such

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 
G.O. 2, FEB. 11, 195, DEPT, OF THE GULF. 

First Lieut. William W. Chance, Art. Corps, was tried 
by G.C.M, at Fort Moultrie, §.C., on charges of absence 
without leave, to which he pleaded gyiity. 

He was found guilty by the court and sentenced ‘‘To 
be reprimanded in orders by the reviewing authority and 
to be confined to the limits of the post at which he may 
be stationed, for a period of three months.” 

Lieutenant Chance’s behavior seems more like that of 
an irresponsible boy than of an officer entrusted with a 
commission in the Army of his country. The fact that 
he has been brought to trial after repeated offenses of 
the character cited above is a blot upon his record, im- 
pairs his usefulness as an officer, and such behavior, if 
continued, will imperil his advancement and retention 
in the Service. The sentence is approved and will be 
duly executed, but Lieutenant Chance will perform all 
duty that does not take him outside the limits of his 
station.

JUSTICE FOR THE ARMY. 


The case of Major Frank de L. Carrington, 1st U.S. 
Infantry, who has been sentenced to forty years’ im- 
prisonment in Manila on conviction of falsifying vouchers 
of the civil government of the Philippine Islands, pre- 
sents some rather unusual features. Press despatches 
state that Major Carrington’s defense was based solely 
upon technical points of law and jurisdiction, and Major 
General Corbin, commanding the Philippines Division, 
has cabled to the War Department that the accused 
officer was convicted on all five counts of the charge 
against him, adding that an appeal will be taken. This 
case was tried by the “Court of The First Instance, 
Philinnine Islands-United States of America,” a tribunal 
consisting of a single justice who is both judge and jury, 
claiming authority to pass upon questions of fact as well 
as of law. In accordance with his findings as to the 
facts, this magistrate has applied the Spanish law per- 
mitting cumulative sentences and imposed penalties upon 
the defendant, which, for a man of his years, amount to 
a life sentence, although the amount of his alleged pecu- 
lations is only about $1,500. 

Whether Major Carrington is guilty or innocent is a 
question with which we are not now concerned. But 
granting for the sake of argument that he is guilty, the 
fact remains that he has been convicted. without that due 
process of law to which he is entitled under the constitu- 
tion and sentenced to an oppressive term in prison by a 
jurisdiction which has no sanction in American institu- 
tions. He was in the Philippines in pursuance of his 
duty as an officer of the Army, and he did not lose his 
status as an officer when he was detailed for service 
under the civil authorities. If he committed an offense 
against the civil law it was right and proper that he 
should be tried under that law, provided his trial was 
conducted under the forms and processes guaranteed to 
other citizens of the United States. He was in a position 
distinctly different from that of a civilian who was in 
the islands of his own volition and under no obligation 
to the military authority. That a soldier, be he officer or 
enlisted man, who goes to the Philippines in obedience to 
orders thereby forfeits any civil right which he enjoyed in 
the United States seems both unjust and unreasonable. 
And when the civil courts of the Philippines, having no 
power to provide trial by jury, assert jurisdiction over the 
case of an army officer whose offenses, if he has com- 
mitted any, can be reached and adequately punished by 
regular military tribunals, they institute a method of 
procedure which is un-American, oppressive, and capable 
of dangerous abuse. Many officers and men of the Army 
in the Philippines are now attached for duty with the 
civil government of the islands, some of them in remote 
provinces. Under the doctrine set up in Major Carring- 
ton’s case and others, these officers and men, who are 
serving as engineers, port officials, surgeons, school 
teachers, and in other useful capacities, have forfeited an 
inalienable right of American citizenship by accepting 
service under the civil government and their lives and 
liberties are in the hands of any one-man court before 
which they may be arraigned on any charge however 
fanciful. Is this the intent and purpose of the United 
States Government? Is it the American policy in the 
Philippines that civil tribunals in the islands, lacking 
authority to establish trial by jury, shall exercise the 
power of life or death over American soldiers who are 
there by orders? What security is there under that sys- 
tem for an officer or man against a corrupt judge or 
perjured witnesses? 

We must not be understood as favormg the establish- 
ment of trial by jury in the Philippines. Under present 
conditions such a thing would be absurd as well as peril- 
ous. What we do contend is that the civil courts are 
gradually arrogating to themselves a jurisdiction which 
should remain with the military authorities. They are 
slowly but surely absorbing functions which should be 
exercised by courts-martial. A glaring instance of this 
tendency was pointed out in these columns on Feb. 4. 
A private soldier who, while on sentry duty, killed two 
natives whose conduct had aroused his suspicion, was 
tried and acquitted by a court-martial after its jurisdic- 
tion had first been affirmed in writing by the civil au- 
thorities. He was then tried before the very judge who 
had declared that the case was one for a court martial, 
and this judge pronounced the defendant guilty and sen- 
tenced him to prison for twelve years. If that proceeding 
did not amount to depriving an American citizen of his 
liberty without the “due process of law” prescribed by 
the constitution, then we do not understand the term. 
There is an element of the Filipino population to whom 
the punishment, justly or unjustly, of an American sol- 
dier, is a matter of unconcealed delight. The suspension 
of military authority, the denial of the right of the Army 
to act for its own self protection, except with the con- 
sent of the civil government and the ill-advised extension 
of the jurisdiction of civilian tribunals over affairs which 
should be relegated to military .courts have an effect 





upon the native population which gives promise of -evil. 
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The Filipino agitators, malcontents and _ irreconcilables 
respected the Army when it was in control, but now that 
it is without the right of initiative and subject to civil 
authority, they scoff at it. Their loyalty is less than 
skin deep. They rejoice in and work to produce friction 
between the military and civil authorities, and their ef- 
forts in that direction are aided by the growing arroga- 
tion of vewer by civilian magistrates. 

We have trustworthy assurances that the Army in the 
Philippines regards present conditions not only with re- 
sentment, but. with apprehension. ‘There is a feeling 
that the civilians have ‘‘got it in” for the Army, and that 
the soldier who is unfortunate enough to be arraigned be- 
fore a civil court will surely get “all that is coming” to 
him and perhaps a little more. The peril of the situa- 
tion is this, that if the impression goes out to the 
islanders that the Army is “down” and without authority 
to care for itself, and that the civil government is perma- 
nently in control, the insurrectionary sentiment will un- 
dergo a widespread revival. Nothing could be more peril- 
ous to peace and order in the islands than a policy con- 
veying to the natives that the Army had been discredited 
by the United States Government, and that the civil 
authorities were distrustful of military courts. Yet that 
impression, we believe, is spreading in many provinces of 
the archipelago to-day, and its spread is fraught with con- 
sequences which no careful observer likes to contemplate. 
The Philippine Constabulary are a failure. The Philip- 
pine Scouts have suffered in efficiency by enforced asso- 
ciation, in small detachments, with the constabulary, 
under civil control. The Army is deprived of the right 
of tryimg those of its members accused of crime, and 
owing partly to those conditions and partly to the hot- 
house development of civil institutions, in several im- 
portant provinces bordering that of Rizal, in which 
Manila is located, there is so much lawlessness and vio- 
lence that it has been found necessary to suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus and employ regular troops to 
maintain peace and order. 

What is needed not merely in the Philippines but here 
in the United States is a larger measure of justice and 
fair play for the Army. ‘The officers and men of the 
Service are performing their work to the best of their 
ability and will continue to do so. The work required of 
them in time of peace was never more exacting than it is 
at present and the standard of efficiency was never 
higher. ‘They have a right, therefore, to be dealt with 
considerately and in good faith as soldiers who are dis- 
charging their duties loyally and conscientiously. Feel- 
ing as they do in this matter, it must have been some- 
thing of a surprise to many oflicers to note the infelicitous 
phraseology of Secretary ‘Taft’s circular, published in 
these columns last week, relative to the coHection of tes- 
timony concerning the Army canteen. It was, of course, 
furthest from the Secretary’s purpose to insinuate that 
officers who have hitherto reported on this subject have 
allowed their personal opinion to color their statements, 
consequently we must ascribe his request for ‘facts and 
not opinions,” solely to an unhappy choice of words, Of- 
ficers in command of troops are not in the habit of al- 
lowing their personal feeling to color the statements of 
their reports. It is their business to deal with facts, .nd 
the Secretary of War may be assured that their reports 
on the. canteen will present the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth, so far as they can ascertain it. 
It would be gratifying to be able to feel that when their 
reports are submitted, the country, and the anti-canteen 
contingent in particular, will do the Army the simple jus- 
tice of recognizing them as the honest statements of 
honest, intelligent officers, utterly uncolored or unqualified 
by personal sentiment or prejudice. But unfortunately, 
to assume that any such reception awaits them would be 
grossly extravagant. 

TREATIES OF ARBITRATION. 

The arbitration treaties negotiated with seven differ- 
ent Powers, as amended by the Senate, provide that in 
the event of an appeal to The Hague Court there shall 
be a special treaty in each case defining clearly the mat- 
ter in dispute, the scope of the powers of the arbitrators, 
and the periods to be fixed for the formation of the 
arbitral tribunal and the several stages of the procedure. 
Much as the Senate has been abused because it insisted 
that this important matter of arbitration should be in 
each ease the subject of treaty in which it had a voice, 
its action was not only wise and conservative, but in ac- 
cordance with precedent. 

In the convention which adopted the Constitution of 
the United States it was at first proposed to provide for 
the concurrence in a treaty of three-fourths of the total 
members of both houses of Congress, and it was further 
proposed that no treaty should be binding as law which 
should not be ratified by a legal enactment. Washing- 
ton, who was a member of the constitutional convention, 
and understood the jealousy of foreign interference in 
our affairs indicated by the debate on this question, was 
so respectful of the rights of the Senate that he con- 
sulted it in advance with reference to the sort of a 
treaty he should negotiate with England in 1790 for the 
settlement of a question of disputed boundary. Again, 
in 1792, he wrote to the Senate asking if it would ap- 
prove two treaties he had in contemplation. It is fur- 
ther told of Washington that he attended the debates in 
the Senate on the project of a treaty to be negotiated, 
but was so disgusted by the crude opinion expressed on 
the subject that he “swore” that he would never go 
there again. Authorities who do not accept Jared Spark’s 
idealization of the “Father of his country,” go so far as 





to declare that Washington said he would be “damned” 
if he would go to the Senate again. 

The question of senatorial prerogative came up again 
in 1818, when it was proposed to include in a treaty with 
England a clause providing for the trial of a ves- 
sel charged with slave-trading before a mixed court. 
It was then the unanimous opinion of the Presi- 
dent and his cabinet, as John Quincy Adams tells 
us in his report of cabinet discussions, that this pro- 
posal ought not to be acceded to. Mr. Wirt held that 
there was no constitutional authority to establish a 
court, partially consisting of foreigners, to sit -beyond 
the bounds of the United States, and not amenable to 
impeachment for corruption under Art. 3, See. I. of the 
Constitution. 

To make arbitration effective, as that distinguished 
publicist, Theodore F, Woolsey, has shown, requires (1) 
a code of laws recognized by the powers; (2) a body of 
arbitrators to apply this code; (3) the military power of 

Yurope to enforce their decision. No one of these es- 
sentials being attainable, no general arbitration scheme 
could be made applicable to all controversies between 
states, and, therefore, es Professor Woolsey shows, it is 
wiser to submit each case to arbitration separately, 
“rather than strive for a general agreement to arbitrate; 
for a state ought not to go into such a scheme blind- 
folded.” All minor quarrels between states, this dis- 
tinguished authority adds, ‘to-day are settled without 
recourse to war. We should look to the changed spirit 
of our time, rather than to a mechanical device for the 
maintenance of that dream of all ages, perpetual peace.” 

The sentiment in favor of compulsory or mechanical 
arbitration, such as Professor Woolsey condemns, is 
based upon a series of false assumptions as to the origin 
of wars and stimulated by an hysterical dread of the 
necessary consequences of the antagonisms of national 
interests, such as there is no escape from, so far as his- 
tory shows. War never results from disputes over the 
questions such as it is proposed to submit to an artificial 
court sitting at The Hague, in a building furnished by a 
gentleman who, as a manufacturer, has benefited largely 
by war. They are always settled by diplomacy, and quite as 
satisfactorily as they can be by a court which takes no 
account of national sensibilities. 

According to Senator Lodge, each of the seven coun- 
tries signatory to the arbitration treaties amended and 
ratified by the Senate, would, under its own laws, be 
compelled to submit any “special agreement” or treaty 
concluded under the provisions of those treaties to its 
legislative body for ratification, before a particular ar- 
bitration could be carried to The Hague Tribunal. 

In answer to the charge that the Senate is obstructive 
in the matter of negotiating arbitration treaties, Mr. 
Lodge further shows that forty-four general and partic- 
ular arbitration treaties, or arbitration articles in treat- 
ies containing other provisions, have been submitted to 
the Senate. Of these all except one, the Olney-Paunce- 
fote treaty, were ratified. Of the entire forty-three rati- 
fied, only six were amended in any particular. Of the 
fifty arbitral proceedings to which the United States 
has been party, all have been in pursuance to treaties 
approved by the Senate, except seven in the cases of 
private claims.

In the appointment of Rear Admiral Davis, of the 
United States Navy, and Admiral von Spaun, of the 
Austro-Hungarian Navy, as a committee to draw up the 
report of the North Sea Commission, there is a fine illus- 
tration of the high sense of propriety and fairness which 
has dominated the proceedings of that body. In choosing 
the committee it was, of course, desirable that neither 
the British nor the Russian member of the commission 
should be chosen, inasmuch as they represent the govern- 
ments immediately involved in the alleged unlawful de- 
struction of English fishing vessels by Russian warships 
in the North Sea. Moreover, in view of the fact that 
Franee is the ally of Russia against possible contingen- 
cies, it was undesirable to choose the French member, 
and consequently the choice fell upon the members from 
the United States and Austria-Hungary, they represent- 
ing the distinctly neutral elements of the commission, not 
being bound directly or by political affiliation with either 
Russia or Great Britain. The work assigned to Admirals 
Davis and Von Spaun is of the utmost delicacy. They 
are called upon to comply’ with that provision of the 
protocol which stipulates that all the circumstances of 
the North Sea affair shall be’ clearly set forth—in other 
words, they are required to present a statement of the 
facts in the case, showing whether or not there were 
torpedo boats among the vessels of the English fishermen 
and what justification, if any, the Russian Admiral had 
for his attack. This statement of fact, however, is not 
to be binding upon the commission as a whole, that body 
reserving to itself the right of review and revision before 
passing upon the main question involved, which is largely 
one of precedent and privilege under naval usage. Yet 
if the committee shall submit a statement of fact accept- 
able to the full commission the task awaiting the latter 
will be greatly simplified, and for that reason the findings 
of Admirals Davis and Von Spaun will be awaited with 
eager interest among naval officers everywhere. 
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It is greatly to be regretted that the War Department 
should have thought it necessary to re-arrange the rela- 
tive rank of the second lieutenants of the Army. Where 
two such eminent exponents of the law as Blihu Root 
and Judge Taft differed, and there was ‘no court of ap- 
peals, it would seem that “the good of the Service” might 





have been allowed to determine the question in dispute, 
and it was clearly not for the good of the Service to dis- 
turb existing relations of precedence in rank. It is dif- 
ficult to see what imperative necessity compelled the 
change which, while it has pleased a few, has brought 
discontent to a much larger number of young officers. A 
man is less disturbed because he fails to get what he 
thinks he is entitled to than another is when deprived, by 
what he regards as an unjust decision, of what has once 
been conceded to him. There is a suggestion of the results 
which will follow selection in the feeling excited among 
the young officers of the Army by the decision of the 
Secretary advancing their juniors over their heads, They 
do not recognize its justice and cannot understand why 
the rule that the decision of an executive officer should 
be respected by his successor in office should have been 
disregarded in this case. It has given occasion for much 
excited talk about “pull,” “political influence’ and the 
like, which is very disturbing to the harmony and content 
of the military service. If Mr. Root had settled the ques- 
tion.as Judge Taft has done there would have been less 
serious complaint, or if Judge Taft had settled the ques- 
tion as his predecessor did; but it is natural that there 
should be serious complaint by those who find themselves 
impailed on the fine points of law with which these dis- 
tinguished exponents of the law have fenced, 
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The conferees of the Senate and House on the Army 
Appropriation Bill, at a meeting held on Feb. 23, finally 
reached an agreement on Senate amendments, numbers 1, 
10 and 11, on which they had up to that time been unable 
to agree. The agreements reached on amendments 10 and 
11. were compromises. The House receded from its dis- 
agreement on amendment number 1, which reads as fol- 
lows: “For continuing the cable from Valdez, Prince 
William Sound, to Seward, at the head of Resurrection 
Bay, Alaska, $95,000, or as much thereof as may be ne- 
cessary, this money to be immediately available.” The 
conferees agreed to the following in lieu of Senate 
amendment number 10: “Provided, that any vacancy 
that shall occur in the office of the Assistant Chief of the 
Record and Pension Office previous to July 1, 1905, shall 
be filled by the appointment of a captain of the line of 
the Army, and vacancies thereafter occurring shall not be 
filled; and the office now designated by the title of As- 
sistant Adjutant General shall hereafter be designated 
by the title of Military Secretary.” The conferees also 
agreed to the following substitute for amendment number 
11: ‘That retired officers of the Army above the grade 
of major, heretofore or hereafter assigned to active duty, 
shall hereafter receive their full retired pay and shall re- 
ceive no further pay or allowances from the United 
States. Provided further, that a colonel or lieutenant 
-colonel so assigned shall receive the full pay and allow- 
ances of a major on the gctive list." The settlement of 
these amendments finally disposes of the Army bill which 
now becomes a law with the signature of the President. 
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Major Edward C. Carter, Med, Dept., U.S.A., Commis- 
sioner of Public Health of the Philippine Islands, in his 
report for October, 1904, states that 19,247 persons were 
vaccinated in the city of Manila during the month and 
that 169,300 units of vaccine virus were provided for use 
in the provinces. As a precaution against bubonic plague 
49,515 rat-traps were set in 15,061 houses and 13,699 
rats were caught and destroyed. This seems to be a 
very small proportion of rats to rat-traps. The best way 
to catch rats is to fill a barrel that will hold water two- 
thirds full and cover the water with garbage, anything 
that will float, and which tempts the appetite of a rat. 
Put the barrel in such a position that the rats will be able 
to jump into it and watch for the result. It will be found 
far more effective than a trap which catches only one- 
fourth of a rat in a season. We have known more than 
a dozen rats to be caught in the barrel trap in a single 
night. Health conditions in Manila are improving, but the 
infant mortality rate continues high, 63 per cent. of all 
deaths during the month under review having been of 
children less than one year old. Reports show that there 
are 3,803 lepers and 3,944 insane persons in the archi- 
pelago. 
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Neither the bill for the reorganization of the Ordnance 
Department of the Army or the Medical Department bill 
will be voted upon in the House this session. This informa- 
tion, which has been given Secretary Taft by Speaker 
Cannon of the House, may be regarded as conclusive and 
final. Secretary Taft called at the Capitol this week and 
had a long conference with Speaker Cannon relative to 
the passage of these two bills. The Speaker told Secre- 
tary Taft that he could not allow either of the bills to 
come before the House this session, The Speaker has de- 
termined that the omnibus public buildings’ bill shall 
not reach a vote and, he told Secretary Taft, to be con- 
sistent, he was obliged to kill every other bill of a special 
character which indirectly or directly carried appropria- 
tions of a new kind. The bills, however, will be taken 
up at the beginning of the next session and Secretary 
Taft believes they will both be passed without trouble.

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THE FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


The President on Feb. 23 issued a proclamation an- 
nouncing that “an extraordinary occasion requires the 
Senate of the United States to convene at the capitol in 
the city of Washington on the 4th day of March next to 
receive such communications as may be made by the 
Executive.” 

The President, Feb. 18, approved the bill authorizing 
the appointment of Wm. L. Patterson a second lieuten- 
ant, U.S. Army. 

The Senate on Feb. 21 passed the Military Academy 
Appropriation bill, H.R. 17984. Among the amendments 
agreed to was that to insert a clause authorizing the 
President “in his discretion to nominate and, by and 
with the consent of the Senate, to appoint upon the re- 
tired list of the Army, with the rank of brigadier general, 
Joseph R. Hawley, formerly a brigadier general and 
brevet major general of volunteers during the Civil War.” 

The Senate has passed a bill granting monthly pension 
of $20 to the helpless and dependent child of Robert 
ge late 2d lieutenant, 5th U.S. Art. and 43d U.S. 

nf. 

The conference committees of the Senate and House 
on the Army Appropriation bili, H.R. 17437, on Feb. 21, 
reported to their respective houses that they had come to 
a partial agreement on the bill, but had failed to agree 
on certain amendments. One is the provision for the 
cable to Valdez, Alaska. Another is the matter of the 
officers in the Record and Pension Division. The House 
abolished that office entirely; the Senate proposed an 
amendment providing a way for appointments. The third 
and last point of disagreement is in regard to pay of re- 
tired officers who are detailed on active duty. In regard 
to this Senator Proctor, one of the conferees on the-part 
of the Senate, said: 

“The Senate conferees have made almost every proposi- 
tion they could think of in the way ef a compromise, 
limiting the reduction to those who are detailed for ser- 
vice with the National Guard, but we were not able to in- 
duce the conferees on the part of the House to yield, ex- 
cept to the extent that if their contention is agreed to the 
provision will be worded as it was submitted here, in a 
positive way, that such officers shall be paid their retired 
pay and nothing further from the United States.” 

Mr. Spooner said: “I have no objection, for one, to a 
provision that limits the officers above the rank of major 
detailed for service with the National Guard to their 
retired pay from the United States, leaving the States 
to do what they choose to do about that. But does the 
House insist upon the general proposition that no retired 
officer placed upon active service for the Government it- 
self, on staff duty in time of peace or in time of war, 
shall have more than his retired pay?” 

Mr. Proctor replied that: “The House conferees insist 
upon their entire claim, which applies to officers detailed 
for every duty. That has been presented as earnestly as 
possible. It has been explained that where the term of 
service is short, as in the case of court martial, courts 
of inquiry, and matters of that kind, the expense is large 
and the duty important; but we were unable to make a 
reasonable compromise on that.” 

The Senate has passed bills granting the following 
monthly pensions: $40 to the widow of Comdr. Freder- 
ick May Wise, U.S.N.; $65 to John N. Matthews, late 
boatswain’s mate, U.S.S. Robb, U.S.N.; $40 to the widow 
of Lieut. Col. Charles A. Reynolds, deputy Q.M. general, , 
U.S.A. ; $25 to the widow of Capt. Robert F. Bates, 18th 
U.S. Inf. ; $50 to the widow of Col. William H. Penrose, 
16th U.S. Inf.; $50 to the widow of Rear Admiral Ed- 
win M. Shepard, U.S.N.; $40 to the mother of Ensign 
Worth Bagley, U.S.N. One pension on account of ser- 
vice in the War of the Revolution was anfong those 
passed—that of $24 to the widow of Noah Damon, late of 
Massachusetts troops in that war. A _ pension bill un- 
usual on account of the large amount granted, was that 
of $100 to Russell A. McKinley, late of Troop C, 2d U.S. 
Cavalry, which was passed without comment on Feb. 15 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
without amendment H.R. 17175, for the relief of Capt. 
Frank D. Ely, U.S.A. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce, to whom was re- 
ferred the amendment submitted by Mr. McComas, pro- 
posing to appropriate $30,000 to acquire a suitable site 
in the State of Maryland upon which to establish a depot 
for the Revenue Cutter Service, intended to be proposed 
to the Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill, has reported fa- 
vordbly thereon. 

The House has passed H.R. 18688, to appoint S. J. 
Call surgeon in the U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, with 
rank, pay and allowance of first lieutenant in said ser- 
vice, including longevity pay under provisions of existing 
law. Representative Cowherd explained that the appoint- 
ment is to be made as a recognition of Dr. Call’s ser- 
vices as one of three men who in 1897 organized a relief 
expedition to carry assistance to 300 men of a whaling 
fleet, imprisoned by ice near Point Barrow within the 
Arctic Circle. The expedition drove nearly 2,500 miles 
by reindeer, through an utterly uninhabited country, in 
midwinter. Mr. Mann added that while he approved the 
appointment in this exceptional case he wished it under- 
stood that it should not become a precedent for putting 
other contract surgeons in the Revenue Cutter Service 
upon the permanent force of the Government, and in the 
end upon the retired list. 

The House has also passed S. 2354, to advance Lieut. 
Thomas Mason, Revenue Cutter Service, one grade, from 
first lieutenant to that of captain, on the “permanent 
waiting orders” list, for meritorious acts, no increase in 
pay or allowance to be made by the advance in grade. 
Lieutenant Mason did gallant service in the Navy on 
board the Hartford in 1862, and in the ’seventies in the 
Revenue Cutter Service in Arctic waters. 

The House has passed H.R. 17983, authorizing the 
President to reinstate former cadet Alexander G. Pen- 
dieton, jr.. to the U.S. Military Academy on or at any 
date after June 11, 1905. Pendleton was dismissed some 
three years ago for hazing. The House has passed S. 
5771, to reinstate Francis S. Nash as a surgeon in the 
Navy, to take rank next after Surg. Henry B. Fitts, said 
Nash having resigned from the Medical Corps of the 
Navy after fourteen years’ service; to receive no pay or 
emoluments except from the date of his appointment, and 
be an additional number; provided, that he pass physical 
and professional examinations he would have had to pass 
had he remained on the active list of the Navy. Dr. 
Nash resigned for personal reasons on Nov. 23, 1891, and 
later served as an Army contract surgeon during the 
early part of the war with Spain. 

The House on Feb. 18 passed H.R. 17330, the General 
Pension Appropriation Bill for the year ending June 30, 
1906, without change in the form or substance reported 
by the Committee on Appropriations. It carries a total 
of $138,250,000, of which $137,000,000 is for pensions 
proper. 

The House has passed H.R. 16289, to empower the 
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Secretary of War to allow burial of wives of deceased 
enlisted men in national cemeteries in the same graves as 
deceased soldiers. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
with amendment S. 4838, to increase the efficiency of 
the Medical Department of the U.S. Army. 

The resolution introduced by Mr. Lamb (H.J. Res. 
217), to return to the proper authorities certain Union 
and Confederate flags, was passed by the House on 
Feb. 21 without opposition. It reads: ‘The Secretary 
of War is authorized to deliver to the proper authorities 
of the respective States in which the regiments which 
bore these colors were organized certain Union and 
Confederate battle flags now in the custody of the War 
Department for such final disposition as the aforesaid 
proper authorities may determine.” There are now 
stored in one of the attic rooms of the War Department 
544 flags of the different States. In round numbers 100 
Union flags and about 440 Confederate flags recovered 
at the fall of the Confederacy. Previous to 1887, twenty- 
two Union flags had been returned by the different Sec- 
retaries of War to the States on the Union side and 
twenty-two Confederate flags had been delivered, mostly 
to the organizations in the Northern States who had 
captured them during the war. In 1887 R. C. Drum, 
Adjutant General of the Army, addressed to Hon. Wm. 
C. Endicott, Secretary of War, a letter in which he ex- 
pressed the belief that it would be a graceful act to re- 
turn all the flags (Union and Confederate) to the au- 
thorities of the respective States in which the regiments 
which bore these colors were organized, for such final 
disposition as they may determine. This was approved 
by President Cleveland and Secretary Endicott, but 
with the decision that final action should rest with Con- 
gress. The question has since been agitated at various 
times, and the House has now taken action in the mat- 


er. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported adversely H.R. 16491, for the relief of Robert 
G. Carter, U.S.A., retired, and the House has postponed 
the bill indefinitely. Captain Carter was born in 1845; 
served as a private of Massachusetts Volunteers from 
1862 to 1864; entered the Military Academy and was 
graduated in 1870; was lieutenant of the 4th U.S. Cav- 
alry, and retired as captain in 1876, after nearly three 
years on sick leave. His claim was that recently an 
operation, only lately known to surgical science, had re- 
stored him to health, and he asked to be placed upon the 
active list with the rank of colonel. The committee held 
that in view of his age this would practically mean 
placing him on the active list as colonel and then re- 
tiring him, and therefore opposed the bill, expressing the 
belief that while his services were gallant and merito- 
rious, “he has already been fairly dealt with by placing 
him on the retired list with the rank of captain, and that 
neither justice nor a reasonable generosity justify the 
passage of this bill.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
adversely H.R. 6330, to appoint William F. de Niedman 
captain and Q.M. in the Army; also H.R. 18228, to au- 
thorize the restoration of the name of Charles P. Kerny, 
late captain, Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of In- 
fantry, to the rolls of the Army and providing that he be 
placed on the list of retired officers. 

The House Committee on Claims has reported favor- 
ably S. 6862, for the relief of the widow of Rear Admi. 
John Russell Bartlett, U.S.N. 

The Secretary of War has sent to Congress a letter 
of General Chaffee’s, asking for favorable consideration 
of the bill S. 114, which has passed the Senate and is 
now on the House calendar, providing for the relief of 
officers and men who lost property in the cyclone at 
Galveston, Texas, in 1900. The matter was brought es- 
pecially to General Chaffee’s attention by Capt. W. C. 
Rafferty, Art. Corps. 

The House Military Committee has reported against 
the bill advancing Capt. Edward I. Grumley, U.S.A., re- 
tired, to the rank of major on the retired list. 

In the debate on the Army Bill in the House Mr. Ames 
(Rep., Mass.), a grandson of Gen. B. F. Butler, de- 
nounced the selection of General Miles to be Inspector 
General of the Massachusetts militia as a political scheme 
to lend lustre to Governor Douglas’s staff, and said it 
was ridiculous for an officer of General Miles’s standing 
to accept such a detail. But he protested against doing 
him an injustice, as would be done, he said, were the 
House provision to stand,

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The House of Representatives on Monday completed 
the consideration of the Naval Appropriation Bill, H.R. 
18467, and passed it with various amendments. There 
was very little effective debate on the bill, although sev- 
eral gentlemen improved the occasion to air their opin- 
ions on various subjects wholly irrelevant to the meas- 
ure before them. ‘The bill carries with it provision for 
two battleships in spite of the hard fight made against it 
on both sides of the House. The proviso authorizing the 
immediate enlistment of the 3,000 men added to the Navy 
was stricken out on a point of order, but the attempt of 
Mr. Rixey to reduce the number of men to be enlisted 
was a failure and the total was fixed at 34,500 men. As 
already stated, in the appropriation under “Bureau of 
Navigation,” the word ‘‘traveling’” was stricken out so 
as to allow recruiting officers ‘“‘actual expenses” instead 
of “actual traveling expenses.” 

Under “Navy Yard, Washington, ID.C.,” the words 
“similar to those now being installed’? were stricken out 
so as to permit the purchase of any type of boiler. The 
appropriation of $30,000 for “repairs, Bureau of Ord- 
nance,’ was amended by adding the words “and no other 
fund appropriated by this act shall be used in payment 
for such service.” The appropriation of $20,000 for a 
naval prison at Pensacola was stricken out on a point of 
order. 

Mr. Hill, of Connecticut, endeavored to secure an 
amendment limiting the Department to the purchase of 
reserve guns by striking out the words “and manufac- 








ture,” but this amendment was voted down after an in- 
teresting debate as to whether the Government should not 
encourage private manufacturers instead of manufactur- 
ing in its own workshops. Mr. Hill said: “Four fac- 
tories in the United States are ready to build these guns, 
and they have been building them in the past and up to 
the present time until an order for 100 was put into the 
Washington Navy Yard. There is no competition ; nobody 
knows what they will cost; nobody has even an estimate 
of what they will cost, as I understand it.” 

Mr. Lind, of Minnesota, made a brave but unsuccessful 
effort to increase the pay of the professors at the Naval 
Academy, saying, among other things, “I think it is a 
disgrace to the Government of the United States to ex- 
pect that the head professor of so important.a chair as 
that of physics in our Naval Academy should be awarded 
a salary of only $3,000 a year, and that the professors of 
mathematics and chemistry should receive only $2,500 a 
year.” ‘The appropriation of $1,000 for the clerk to the 
superintendent was stricken out on a point of order. The 
appropriation for the purchase of books was amended so 
as to include “binding and repair.” 

The previous appropriations for five officers’ quarters at 
the New Orleans naval station were consolidated so as to 
be expended on four quarters. The pay of the Marine 
Corps was reduced $140,000, the provision allowing for 
additional men going out on a point of order. After the 
appropriation for a gymnasium for marines was insert- 
ed the words “for enlisted men.” For “commutation” of 
quarters for enlisted clerks was substituted “hire,” “Con- 
tingent” Marine Corps was reduced from $215,000 to 
$185,000. A point was made against the authorization 
to build a collier on the Pacific coast. Various amend- 
ments were adopted in the amounts appropriated and an 
amendment in the total of the bill to make the mathemat- 
ical computations conform to the changes in the text of 
the bill. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Cowherd read a letter 
addressed to him last November by Secretary Morton, 
concerning which the following was said: 

Mr. Cowherd. ‘Now, Mr. Chairman, I think that let- 
ter will sustain the statement I made that they used for 
the purchase of powder the appropriation for armor and 
armament, and also that, after Congress twice refused _to 
grant an estimate for coal sheds at Mare Island, the De- 
partment diverted to that purpose funds appropriated for 
an entirely different purpose. This, it seems to me, is 
inexcusable.” 

Mr. Foss. “I want to thank the gentleman for calling 
the attention of the committee to this matter. I am 
heartily in sympathy with his purpose.” 

In explaining the appropriation of $100,000 for reserve 
torpedoes, Mr. Foss said: ‘The necessity for it was 
stated by Rear Admiral Mason in his hearing, in which 
he said that the torpedoes now on hand are barely suffi- 
cient to allow one shot from each tube or torpedo gun, 
and that by another year there will probably be a de- 
ficiency, due to loss, deterioration, and so forth. In other 
words, the torpedoboats in service could make one attack 
against an enemy, and then would be useless as torpedo- 
boats, as there would be no more torpedoes to replace 
those expended.” 

On Feb. 28, after considering the bill at one meeting, 
the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs reported the bill 
to the Senate with a few amendments. The Senate 
amended the bill so as to increase the pay of the libra- 
rian at the Naval War College to $1,400. The appropria- 
tion for public works at the Portsmouth, N.H., Navy 
Yard was increased by the Senate Committee by $114,400. 
Two additional professors of mathematics at the Naval 
Academy were provided by the Senate Committee and 
also three additional clerks. The Senate Committee also 
reinserted the original House provision increasing petty 
officers and men of the Marine Corps and appropriating 
for the same $305,000. The committee amended the bill 
so that one shipbuilding company could receive the con- 
tract for only one of the two new ships. An amendment 
was also made by the Senate Committee changing the 
limit of cost, exclusive of armor and armament of the two 
sailing training vessels authorized by the Act of March 3, 
1:03, to $410,000 each. <A provision was also inserted 
by the committee authorizing the Secretary of the Navy 
to bring suit for purposes of obtaining judicial determi- 
nation of the validity of the United States patents cov- 
ering a process of treating armor plate known as the 
Harvey Process. The bill as reported by the Senate Com- 
mittee carries a total appropriation of $100,336,879.94.

CONSOLIDATION OF POWER PLANTS. 


Secretary Morton’s decision that the power plants at 
the various navy yards shall be consolidated under the 
control of the Bureau of Yards and Docks settles a con- 
troversy which has been the cause of more or less fric- 
tion in the Navy for many years. The authority for the 
Secretary's action is contained in the Navy appropriation 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, in a clause 
providing that he may at his discretion consolidate the 
several pewer plants at any or all of the navy yards or 
stations for the generation and distribution of light, heat, 
and power, that such plants may be transferred from 
other bureaus to the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and 
appropriating the sum of $350, for carrying out the 
purposes indicated. Previous to this enactment the Sec- 
retary instituted an inquiry as to the wisdom and need 
of the proposed consolidation, and the result of his con- 
ferences with many Navy officers together with the re- 
port of a firm of prominent civilian electricians to whom 
he referred the matter for investigation and an expert 
opinion, was to convince him that the change would be 
in the interest both of efficiency and economy. The first 
work of consolidation, in accordance with his order, will 
probably be undertaken at the navy yards at Boston, 
Portsmouth, and Bremerton, after which it will be in- 
stituted at the larger yards as rapidly as may be without 
interfering with work on ships. 

The consolidation contemplated in Secretary Morton’s 
order will result in a saving not only of money, but of 
energy and space, and it is calculated to insure thorough- 
ness of mechanical operation as well as to simplify navy 
yard administration. With the tendency to specializa- 
tion in naval construction, equipment and repair work 
there has quite naturally been a wide distribution of 
mechanical labor, each branch of which has insisted upon 
having a power plant of its own. The result is a multi- 
plicity of independent plants for generating power which 
experience has shown to be not only unnecessary in large 
degree, but extravagant in cost and likely to cause con- 
fusion in operation and control. To consolidate all such 
plants, under a single control, at each yard, is directly in 
line with the policy which prevails in large private estab- 
lishments where mechanical power is extensively used. 
This is particularly true of those concerns which use 
electric power, but is the practice also of those which de- 
pend upon steam, experience having shown that the cen- 
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tralized power plant is the safest, cheapest and most 
easily managed. ; 

There is an impression in some quarters that the neces- 
sity for consolidating the power plants at navy yards 
arose only after the introduction of electric power in 
those establishments. This, however, is a mistaken no- 
tion. Many years ago, when steam was the only power 
used, Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce, U.S.N., as presi- 
dent of a board to investigate the matter, recommended a 
consolidation of power plants, though nothing came of it. 
As long ago as October 13, 1900, we published on page 
149 a letter from an officer of the Navy, with large ex- 
perience, strongly urging the consolidation of power and 
mechanical plants at mavy yards, in the interest of 
economy and efficiency, and pointing out that there were 
at some navy yards nearly a hundred boilers where thirty 
would supply all the power required if the various plants 
were placed under a single control. The officer to whom 
we have alluded also favored the consolidation of certain 
mechanical bureaus and a simplification of the store- 
house system, declaring that by so doing enough money 
could be saved to build at least two battleships every year 
without, in any way, impairing the efficiency of the naval 
Service. The need of the change ordered by the Secretary 
of the Navy is not a new one by any means. It has 
existed in increasing degree ever since the present bureau 
system of naval administration was instituted. It is, in 
fact, a logical outgrowth of that system and it appears to 
have been dealt with in the only practical and effective 
way. 

Because of the comparatively small appropriation au- 
thorized by Congress for the consolidation of power 
plants it is improbable that the consolidation will be ef- 
fected at more than three navy yards this year. At the 
navy yard, Charleston, the consolidation can be effected 
without expense because the station is now under con- 
struction. The Civil Engineer at Boston has reported to 
the bureau that the change will not cost much in time or 
money at that yard and it is believed practically the same 
conditions obtain at Portsmouth. Preparatory to start- 
ing the work, however, Admiral Endicott has sent to each 
yard for a report as to the cost and practicability of im- 
inediate consolidation and if not immediate how soon the 
work é¢an be done without seriously interfering with the 
current work of the yard. Until these reports have been 
received it is impossible to determine just how much can 
be accomplished this year. Every effort will be made to 
carry out the Secretary’s instruction that the consolida- 
tion be effected with all the speed practicable. 
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WHY NOT SUBMIT IT TO A VOTE? 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the last issue of the JouRNAL there is a communica- 
.tion entitled “Leave it to a Vote,” and although the ar- 
ticle is humorous and not intended to be taken seriously, 


it has oceurred to me that it would be an excellent idea 
to submit this question of promotion by selection to the 
entire commissioned force of the Army. It is a matter 
of vital interest to every officer of the Army, and it 
seems to me that it is desirable. to ascertain what the 
men most affected by the proposed scheme really think 
of it. 

The General Staff might easily send a circular letter 
of inquiry to the 3,800 officers requesting their opinions. 
Of course, the opinions of men of rank and experience 
should have more weight than those of younger men, * 
the answers might be tabulated, giving the opinions o 
the field ofticers, of the captains, of the first lieutenants, 
and of the second lieutenants, and in this way we could 
easily arrive at the relative numbers of those who favor 
and those who disapprove of the scheme. This would 
enable Congress to get at the sentiment of the Army 
as a whole, which knowledge it would seem as though 
that body ought to have in its possession before pro- 
ceeding to any radical legislation which so vitally in- 
terests all of us. 

Such a table would be of great interest as showing 
what the youthful and more hopeful view is on the sub- 
ject, and although I have my own idea of what that 
view would be, I shall take precious good care not to re- 
veal it, for, as George Eliot says: “There is no form 
of folly so gratuitous as that of prophecy.” D. 





A SOUND OPINION. 


Fort Leavenworth, Kas., Feb. 13, 1905. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Promotion by selection appears to be based upon two 
propositions: 1. That a vacancy should always be filled 
by the ablest and most competent man available. 2. 
That a man of ability and energy should have an oppor- 
tunity to rise in rank above those who have less ability 
and energy regardless of their length of service and gen- 
eral competence. 

Both propositions are entirely false. Even if the ablest 
and most competent man could invariably be selected, the 
result would only be an ever increasing number of men 
at the top of each grade who did not quite meet the de- 
mands of the selection board. If this number contained 
true incompetents, such would not be eliminated, but 
would simply collect and stagnate, losing steadily in effi- 
ciency, and becoming malcontents. Under the seniority 
system, such are weeded out by an exercise of much less 
intelligence than is necessary for a correct selection. The 
competents, but unfortunately not most-competents, 
would also be similarly seriously injured. In fact many 
of our best men would leave *he Service, while the less 
desirable men would be the most apt to remain. 

When a vacancy exists, it should be filled by a com- 
petent and deserving man. This is assured by an honest 
administration of the present seniority system, and there 
will be no kick from those who have to wait for their 
fair and proper turn. Under the seniority system, the 
most diligent officers spend little time worrying about 
promotion, but apply their minds to their duties. Under 
the selection system, we must all turn our minds to the 
main chance or get left. The result will not be the im- 
provement of the Service. 

Under the head of “More Rigofous Examinations Need- 
ed” a correspondent urges that officers be rigidly exam- 
ined by number. This would be fair, but is based upon 
an erroneous idea of the value of examinations. Much 
of the time required for preparation is wasted, inasmuch 
as it is ‘applied to reviewing subjects with which the 
officer is sufficiently familiar for all practical purposes. 
Such examinations serve only to worry and harass a man, 
and never show his real worth, The bookish man passes 
a creditable examination, while the practical man, of 
more real worth, makes a poorer showing. Indeed many 
of. our educational requirements have been originated hy 
the bookish class, rather than by the men who form ‘the 
real backbone of our Service. Judging a man by exami- 
nation is like comparing two rifles by noting which has 


the greater supply of ammunition on hand regardless of 
the quality of the rifles themselves. It is a man’s ability 
to use what knowledge he has, or to get what knowledge 
he needs, for a given purpose, and not what knowledge he 
has on tap, that determines his value. 

We have had many examples of selection in recent 
years. I have heard countless adverse comments by offi- 
cers upon these promotions, some comments, disinterest- 
ed ones, too, being bitterly denunciatory ; but I have yet 
to hear a single commendation. My own experience of 
more than fifteen years shows that appointments and de- 
tail by selection of men who I know well have not av- 
eraged well, the solid men of real worth being undiscov- 
ered, while the plums fell to the gallery players. I think 
this view is held by most officers of long service. 

A vote of the Army would wisely and overwhelmingly 
defeat any selection scheme. A CONSERVATIVE. 
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ALMOST PERSUADED. 


To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
The recent voluminous discussion of the subject of 
promotion has sort of put me in a fog. I am “almost 
persuaded” by each article I read. 
I think opportunity accounts for most. of the success 
in any profession or business. The man who has had the 


opportunity and has succeeded creditably is a safe man to 
have. A few succeed brilliantly. We have many officers 
who will make a creditable success at anything put at. 
Many have, in fact, and no fuss is made about them; 
they do not feel that any is due. It appears to me that 
any scheme for “promotion by selection” must necessarily 
rest upon the compiled records of officers, and this in turn 
upon opportunity. ‘‘Mr. Blowhard” knows how to make 
an insignificant service appear creditable, and a credit- 
able service as brilliant. I like ‘“‘Mr. Blowhard” because 
he amuses me; but I shall under the new order of things 
become afraid of him. At present I don’t care much 
about his transient advantage because I believe it will 
even up in the end. He tells me that [I am too modest ; 
but I tell him that I have simply ‘seen my duty and done 
ity’? 

However, I am in favor of rewarding those with bril- 
fiant records; and it appears to me that the best scheme 
so far advocated is that proposed by General Baldwin 
for a “distinguished service class,” somewhat along the 
lines proposed by Captain Parker. 

That we have sufficient law to effect the desired end, I 
believe to be true: rigid, impartial enforcement will cause 
some surprises. I believe in literally kicking out the 
drunkards, the moral lepers and the incompetents of the 
Army. BEFOGGED. 
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CAPTAIN MUIR’S SCHEME OF PROMOTION. 


The letter to the Secretary of General Staff, accom- 
panying the bill proposed by Captain Muir, which was 
published last week, was received too late to be pub- 
lished entire. In. the portion of the letter omitted Cap- 
tain Muir states some facts of interest in explanation 
of his scheme of promotion. He says: 

“The desirability of legislation on this subject was 
referred to in the annual reports for 1904 of the com- 
manding generals of the Southwestern Division, the 
Department of the Columbia, the Department of the 
Colorado, and the Department of Texas, though none 
of the reports took up the subject in detail. * * * 

“An examination of the Army List and Directory 
dated January 20, 1905, shows between fifty and sixty 
vacancies in the three arms. The present first class 
at the U.S. Military Academy contains over one hun- 
dred members, It is therefore apparent that, with 
conditions remaining the same as they have been dur- 
ing the preceding portion of the fiscal year, the number 
of cadets that will graduate from the Military Academy 
next June will exceed the number of vacancies in the 
three arms plus the ten to be commissioned in the En- 
gineer Corps. Inder Section 1486, R.S., these extra 
cadets may be appointed additional second lieutenants 
in the line of the Army, with the usual pay and al- 
lowances of a second lieutenant. 

“An examination of the Dates of Retirements of 
Officers, U.S. Army, prepared in the A.G.O., February 
25, 1904, shows that the average annual retirements 
for age from the entire Army, exclusive of the Medical 
Department and chaplains, for the years 1905 to 1910, 
inclusive, will be about twenty-six. The Military Acad- 
emy will furnish an average of over one hundred cadets 
per year. It is therefore apparent that unless some 
action is taken there will soon be a large body of addi- 
tional second lieutenants, or the benefit of Section 1486, 
R.S., will be withdrawn. The prevention of such con- 
dition is not the least of the good results that, it is be- 
lieved, would flow from the enactment of the proposed 
bill. 
“It is true that laws have been enacted looking to 
an increase of the efficiency of the Service by the elimi- 
nation of the less efficient through retirement for disa- 
bility on the approved recommendation of a retiring 
board and through separation from the Service on the 
second failure to pass the prescribed examination for 
promotion. That the expectations based on these laws 
have not been fully realized results frem the close re- 
lation that exists between the application of these laws 
and the rules of criminal procedure. In the latter case 
the accused is innocent until proven guilty beyond a 
shadow of reasonable doubt: in the former case the offi- 
cer before the board is efficient mentally and physically 
until it has been proven otherwise beyond a shadow of 
reasonable doubt; the question is not ‘will the retention 
of this officer on active duty (or in the Army) result 
in lowering the standard of efficiency? or, ‘will placing 
him on the retired list (or severing his relation with the 
Army) result in raising the standard of efficiency?” but 
rather, ‘is this officer absolutely incapacitated?’ 

“The number of the class at the Military Academy to 
be commissioned in the Engineer Corps has not been 
deducted from the total number of vacancies to be pro- 
vided because it is deemed advisable to always have the 
incentive of a commission open to deserving non-com- 
missioned officers; also, because of the implied expecta- 
tion held out to the most desirable graduate of each of 
the six leading. military colleges. The number of com- 
missions to be: granted in the Corps of Engineers, in- 
creased by the number of’ vacancies occurring from 
June 1 until the granting of commissions to the graduat- 
ing class at the Military Academy, would furnish such 
incentive and expectation. 

“The enactment of the proposed bill will not result in 
any increase of expense to the Government. A briga- 
dier general, colonel, ar lieutenant colonel on the re- 
tired list costs less than a colonel, lieutenant colonel or 


major on the active list. . An additional second lieu- 
tenant costs the same as a second lieutenant.” 
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MATRIMONY BY SELECTION.

THE ABOLITION OF THE MARINE CORPS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL: 
Someone made the statement recently that the Marine 
Corps was an unnecessary branch of the Service. It is 
true. There is no duty performed by the marines that 
could not be done as well by the Army or the Navy. You 
sometimes hear the statement that the sailors are held in 
order by the marines on the different ships of the Navy. 
This is all bosh. Marines are generally outnumbered nine 
to one on all ships; the marine officer is outranked by 
the naval officers in nearly all cases; the marine non- 
commissioned officers by the masters-at-arms, and the 
marine sentries are treated by the sailors with total in- 
difference. The Japanese navy for its size is probably 
the equal of any. It has no marines. The Marine Corps 
for its size costs the Government more for transportation 
than the other branches. It also causes a great deal of 
dissatisfaction aboard the ships. It has no regulations of 
its own. Now it comes under the Army, and then again 
under the Navy. The majority of marines do the work 
of a sailor, and receive the pay of a soldier, In many 
cases he finds himself standing between the other. two 
great branches of the Service uncertain as to his duties. 
He is a soldier and a sailor, doing the work of each, and 
receiving the pay of one. If the Marine Corps is to be 
neglected, and if it is possible to do away with it on the 
ground that its work can be performed by either of the 
other. branches, it should be abolished at once, and the 
men in it now, of good standing, be allowed to transfer 
to the Army or the Navy and finish out their enlistments.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


From the talent of the First Regiment of U.S. Marines 
at Cavite, P.I., a program was arranged and presented 
on Christmas eve, at the Grand Opera House, which 
would have done justice to professional minstrels. The 
curtain rose at 8:45 on a brilliant circle, and songs, 
up-to-date and well rendered, occupied the first half of 
the program. The talent of the regiment was excellently 
displayed in the vaudeville selections during the latter 
half, and all who witnessed it pronounce it an unqualified 
success. 

Hurry orders have been sent to the Norfolk : 
Yard in connection with the few repairs uired a, ‘the 
U.S. naval trainingship Prairie, lately arrived at that 
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station from southern waters. This vessel has been 
designated to take several hundred naval apprentices to 
Washington for the Inaugural parade on the fourth of 
March. The Prairie is in need of but few and unim- 
- eee ne rss and will receive them as rapidly as pos- 
sibie, 


Two small lightships, built at New York, sailed on 
Feb. 14 for a long voyage to the Pacific coast. These 
vessels are 115 feet long, and their voyage will be unique 
in that they go to their distant station under their own 
steam. The official dsignations of these tiny craft are 
Lightship No. 83, and Relief Boat No. 86. The first 
gas will be stationed off Blunt’s Reef, Mendocino, 

‘al. 


The German cruiser Panther has arrived at the New. 
port News dockyard for a thorough overhauling and re- 
pairs following a protracted cruise in the West Indies. 
The Panther will remain at Newport News for several 
weeks, it is understood. 


Gov. Samuel] R. Van Sant, of Minnesota, has been in- 
vited by Secretary of the Navy Morton to select a sponsor 
for the battleship Minnesota, under construction at the 
Newport News yards and to be launched on April 8 next, 
wind and tide being favorable. A strong delegation of 
prominent residents and natives of Minnesota will attend 
the launching of the new battleship, and the occasion will 
be a notable one for many reasons. It is understood that 
the State will present to the battleship a set of silver, ap- 
propriately inscribed, to be given on the occasion of the 
first commission of the vessel. This cannot be accurately 
determined at the present time, but the action of the 
State legislature will be timed so as to insure prompt de- 
livery of the gift when the Minnesota is ready to bear the 
flag abroad. This is not the first time the Navy list has 
been graced with the name of the great Northwestern 
State, but the present craft is by long odds the most 
powerful yet to bear the name. 

The work of coaling the protected cruiser Galveston, 
which was placed in commission at the Navy yard, Nor- 
folk, Va., Feb. 15, commenced Feb. 20. 

Capt. A. Dunlap, commandant of the navy yard, San 
Juan, has renewed his recommendation to the Navy De- 
partment that the coal facilities at that port be increased. 
He also suggests that an additional coal wharf would be 
of great use. This should be built in the direction of the 
prevailing winds and dredging outside and in the slip 
would make it possible for two vessels to lie at this wharf 
coaling and lighters to load inside of it, along the bulk- 
head. If this wharf is built and other suggested im- 
provements carried out, the station could coal three large 
vessels at the wharves and at the same time have 1,100 
tons of coal afloat in coal barges, which could be refilled 
as needed. 

The Bethlehem and Midvale Stee] Companies have been 
distanced in the matter of a contract for about $60,000 
for one hundred 3-inch gun forgings by the Driggs Sea- 
bury Company, whose bid was from five to eight cents a 
pound lower than their bids or that of the Crucible Steel 
Company. 

Rear Admiral M. T. Endicott, Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, has decided that he will not order an- 
other examination for assistant civil engineers until late 
in May. As none of the candidates at the recent exami- 
nation qualified, the Corps now has five vacancies in this 
grade. It is not difficult to explain the reason why a 
better class of candidates do not apply. The low rank in 
the Corps and the prospect of a further reduction in pay, 
in case the Navy is placed on Army pay, deters the best 
grade of civil engineers from entering the Navy, particu- 
larly when there is such a demand for them in civil life. 

The prospective changes of the pay officers of the North 
Atlantic Fleet are not expected until late in March. The 
new assignments are now in preparation in the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts, but will not be ready for an- 
nouncement for several weeks. The new purchasing pay- 
master at Manila will be Paymr. T. G. Armes, who suc- 
ceeds Paymr. Thomas S. Jewett and who will in turn 
be succeeded as paymaster of the’yard by Paymr. John 
W. Morse. Paymaster Jewett, now in charge of the navy 
pay office at Manila, will succeed Pay Inspr. E. B. Rog- 
ers, who is ordered home. . 

The target shell which is soon to be tried at the Naval 
Proving Ground at Indian Head, Md., will be of steel, 
cast or forged, and will be free from cracks and other 
defects which are liable to reduce their efficiency in re- 
sistance. The bureau has specified the methods for secur- 
ing the steel caps with which the shells will be fitted. It 
is hoped that these shells can be used in the spring tar- 
get practice, and that they will save much of the wear 
and tear on the gun, besides being much more economical 
than the Service projectile. 

Comdr. Cameron McR. Winslow will probably succeed 
Capt. John E. Pillsbury as Assistant Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. Captain Pillsbury goes to sea, as 
we have already reported, as chief of staff to Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans, when that officer, this spring, as- 
sumes the command of the North Atlantic Station. Com- 
mander Winslow is now on duty in the Bureau of Navi- 
gation and his assignment to be Assistant Chief of the 
bureau will be particularly acceptable to officers of the 
Navy, who appreciate his great ability and with whom he 
is most popular. Commander Winslow has done excel- 
lent work in the Navy and has the unlimited confidence 
of Rear Admiral Converse, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, and is highly regarded by Secretary Morton. 

The Secretary of the Navy has designated Benjamin 
B. Rossett, of Williamston, S.C., for examination for sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Marine Corps. He voluntarily re- 
signed from the Naval Academy instead of dropping to a 
lower class and the Secretary has granted his request for 
designation for the Marine Corps examination. Until 
recently he was a meinber of the third class at Annapolis. 

A feature of the winter maneuvers thus far has been 
én wireless telegraphy work which it is understood has 
been most successful. The wireless chain signal, in which 
ships are drawn up at intervals of nearly a hundred miles 
apart and a signal from the flagship is passed down the 
line, has been conducted with good results. This would 
prove of great value in time of war in case the scouts 
desired to report to the flagship. The scout ships, if fit- 
ted with wireless apparatus, could be so arranged that 
they could keep in touch with each other all the time and 
also with the flagship. ; 

The Bureau of Equipment has received an interesting 
report regarding the location of a wireless station at 
Guam. The investigation of several sites in Guam was 
made by Lieut. George C. Sweet. In his report he says: 
“At Guam the locations suggested at the bureau were 
visited and in view of the frequency of rain showers and 
the character of the ground I believe that a station erect- 
ed on one of the high hills just back of Agana will prove 
efficient in all directions from which a ship will approach 
the island. If the location on the hills does not meet 
with the bureau’s approval, a station at or near Devil’s 


Se 


Point would meet all requirements with the exception 
that ships coming from the eastward and northward 
would be cut off until they had rounded Point Ritidian. 
The latter point itself would seem to be a good location, 
but it is inaccessible.” 

The case of the United States vs. Albert C. Engard, 
chief engineer, U.S.N., decided by the U.S. Supreme 
Court Feb. 20, involves the question as to whether a 
naval officer can collect sea pay for shore duty. In this 
case the Auditor for the Navy Department refused to 
allow traveling expenses on an official trip to Ohio and 
return. This decision was overruled by the court, which 
held that “where the assignment of an officer to duty 
by the Navy Department expressly imposed upon him 
the continued discharges of his sea duties and qualified 
the shore duty as merely temporary, and ancillary to the 
regular sea duty, the presumption is that the shore duty 
was temporary, and did not operate to interfere with or 
discharge the ofticer from the responsibilities of his sea 
duty to which he was regularly assigned.” 

Information from private letters indicates that Ad- 
miral Barker’s fleet has attained an excellence in fleet 
signaling ‘never before approached in any navy. Mes- 
sages are sent by the Ardois at the extraordinary rate of 
a hundred displays per minute, by means of an ingenious 
shutter, rigged on a searchlight. Messages are sent thirty 
miles as fast as by the British blinker and by the electric 
semaphore ; day signals are sent at the rate of thirty-five 
to forty-five displays per minute, which are received by 
ships lying in all directions from the flagship.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. 24, 1905. 
Everyone connected with the Naval Academy felt very 
deeply the sudden death of Midshipman Samuel W. Bat- 
tiles, jr., of Asheville, N.C., a member of the next gradu- 
ating class, which took place most suddenly on Sunday 
afternoon just preceding dinner formation. The young 
man was running from a distant part of the grounds 


to reach his company, the 9th, in time for roll call, and 
as he reached the 7th Company he fell to the ground. 
He was picked up and immediately carried to the hospital 
for medical attention. However, it was found that heart 
action had ceased and there is no doubt that he had ex- 
pired almost immediately upon falling to the ground. A 
regular physical examination less than two weeks before 
his death developed no disease or weakness of the heart 
and the autopsy by Med. Dir. Howard E. Ames and 
Surgeons E. P. Stone and C. H. T. Lowndes indicated 
that a serious wound on the skull of probably several 
years standing was the primary cause of the death. In 
some way, not generally understood, the over-exertion 
specially affected the injured brain. The heart was 
found to be unusually strong, but the great demands 
made upon it for the recuperation of the wounded brain 
proved too great a tax. 

The body was taken to Asheville, N.C., for interment, 
the remains being accompanied to that place by the father 
of the deceased youth, Samuel W. Battle, U.S.N., re- 
tired. Funeral services at the Academy were conducted 
by Chaplain Dr. H. H. Clark, and the funeral cortege 
was composed of the whole brigade of midshipmen, un- 
der the command of Comdr. W. F. Fullam, and all the 
officers and professors attached to the Academy. The 
pall bearers, classmates of Midshipman Battle, were: 
Donald P. Morrison, Archibald D. Turnbull, Roland M. 
Brainard, Russell Willson, Matthias E. Manley, Ronan 
C. Grady, Jefferson B. Goldman, and Christofer A. Rus- 
sell. 

William Bramlette, jr., a son of Judge William Bram- 
lette, of Bonham, Texas, and a candidate for the Naval 
Academy, died in Annapolis on the evening of Tuesday. 
He was sixteen years old and died of congestion of the 
kidneys following a severe cold. He had been ill only 
three days. 

The fencing team will have two more matches with 
college teams at Annapolis before the tournament of the 
Inter-Collegiate Fencing Association. Columbia will send 
a team on Feb. 23, and Cornell will be met on March 11.

The midshipmen opened their inter-collegiate fencing 
season on Saturday by defeating the three-man team of 
the University of Pennsylvania in a nine bout contest.

A. Sharp, jr., of the second class, and G. C. Dichman, 
third class. 

At the end of the nine bouts there remained two ties 
to be fenced off, that between the two captains and the 
one between Fleisher and Sharp. Both of these were ex- 
ceedingly hard fought and close, and each team managed 
to capture one of them. Captain Knox, of the Navy, 
went down to defeat at the hands of Fleisher, but Sharp 
added one more to the Navy, scoring by downing 
Fleisher. The summary was as follows: Sharp, Knox 
and Dichman defeated William; Dichman and Knox de- 
feated Scott; Fleisher defeated Dichman, and Scott de- 
feated Sharp.

MARYLAND. 


A general convention of all the Maryland National 
Guard officers was held in Baltimore, Feb. 17 and 18, Ad- 
jutant General Riggs presiding. The object of the con- 
vention was to bring the members of the National Guard 
closer together and to stimulate the military spirit. 

The principal features of the sessions on the first even- 
ing were practical illustrations of the new Infantry drill 


regulations, including a movement learned from the Jap- 
anese soldiers, given at the 5th Regiment armory by 
furty-eight men of Co. D, 8th U.S. Inf., Capt, Charles 
Gerhardt commanding. Then followed the reading of an 
interesting paper on the subject of the new drill regula- 
tions by Capt. Charles H. Muir, of the General Staff, 
U.S.A., a member of the board which revised the tactics. 
In concluding, Captain Muir said that it is the fire of 
Infantry that decides modern battles. He then quoted 
from the official reports of the casualties in the Japanese 
army to show that eighty-five per cent. of the loss was 
caused by Infantry fire; eight per cent. by Artillery fire, 
and seven per cent. by the bayonet. These figures show 
that the days of hand-to-hand fighting with the bayonet 
are not passed. Following Captain Muir, Lieut. J. A. 
Thomas, Art. Corps, U.S.A., read a paper on ‘Property 
Accountability and the Rendering of Returns,’ which was 
of much interest to the guardsmen. 

At the afternoon session Col. Charles A. Little, Ist Md., 
read an interesting paper on ‘‘The Maneuvers as Observed 
by a Regimental Commander in the ,Field,’’ and Capt. 
William Baird, U.S.A. (on duty with the organized militia 
of Maryland), read an instructive paper on the improve- 
ments in drill and company work made by the introduc- 
tion of the ‘‘squad system.’”’ Major S. J. Fort, inspector 
of small arms practice, Maryland National Guard, 
showed the importance of work on the rifle range. Act- 
ing Inspector General Col, Charles D. Gaither, Md. N.G., 
gave a talk on ‘Comments on the Discipline and Efficiency 
of the Maryland National Guard.” 

At the evening session addresses were made by Col. 
A. L. Wagner, General Staff, U.S.A., and Major J. B. 
Porter, of the J.A. Department, U.S.A. Colonel Wagner 
spoke at length on the useful lessons taught by the 
recent maneuvers, and explained their great advantages 
when applied to the drill and field work of the National 
Guard, and gave the assembled officers many valuable 
hints in tactical maneuvering. Major Porter gave an 
interesting outline of the growth and perfection of the 
common military law since the days of its incipiency, and 
illustrated his meaning by a number of quaint and curious 
quotations from olden laws. One of his illustrations 
threw his hearers into a gusto of laughter when he read 
a tenet forbidding chaplains to be drunk at the hour for 
prayers, and later, another denying the chaplains the 
privilege of getting drunk at all. 

After a general expression of felicitations among the 
officers, and a vote of thanks to all who contributed to 
the success of the convention, the assemblage adjourned. 
The officers were the guests of Adjutant General Riggs 
at a dinner at the Baltimore Club. 
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NATIONAL GUARD NEWS. 

Major General Charles F.. Roe, N.G.N.Y., reviewed the 
23d N.Y., in command of Col, W. A. Stokes, in its armory 
Feb. 16, the regiment making a highly creditable appear- 
ance. For the review, Adjutant Ingraham equalized the 
regiment into twelve companies of sixteen files, but there 


were a number of blanks in many of the rear ranks. 
The regiment was divided into three battalions, com- 
manded respectively by Major F. A. Wells and F. H. 
Norton, and Capt. L. J. Praeger. The formation for re- 
view was in line of masses, and the regiment presented 
a very handsome appearance. General Roe was accom-

parade the regiment was in command of Lieut. Col, C. G. 
Todd, and was formed in line with two battalions, each 
company parading in full strength. Major Wells com- 
mauded the first battalion, and Captain Norton the 
second. The ceremony was a particularly handsome one 
throughout, and the manual of arms was exceptionally 
well executed during the entire evening. Company K, 
Capt. William Du Bois, made a specially fine showing, as 
did Company B and Company K. Company K is now the 
largest company in the regiment, with ninety-six men on 
its roll, closely followed by Company A, with ninety-three 
men. Company B, Colonel Stokes and his officers, after 
the parade, entertained the reviewing officer and his staff 
and other special guests at a collation in the armory. 
Among the guests were: Gen. J. B. Frothingham, Gen. 
J. G. Story, Capt. B, F. Moore, 4th N.J. 

Adjutant General Henry, of New York, in his annual 
report for 1904, says, among other things: ‘“‘This State has 
every reason to feel proud of the work performed by our 
troops in the joint United States Army and State militia 
maneuvers at Manassas, Va. Further maneuvers should 
be less exacting; more time should be allowed between 
problems, and the valuable instruction carried through 
with a little less hardship and privation for the militia 
troops engaged.’ The .total strength of the National 
Guard at the close of the fiscal year was 899 commissioned 
officers and 14,077 enlisted men, aggregating 14,976 men, a 
net gain of 798 in actual strength. This is the largest 
force since the reorganization of the National Guard, in 
1882. There were total gains of 5,278 and total losses of 
4,480. Of gains, 3,878 were by first enlistment. General 
Henry says that the Guard has been fully equipped by 
the Government with the arms of the United States Army, 
and that the value of the armament and equipment re- 














ceived is $240,462. Uniforms valued at $104,249 have been 
received from the Government, but a further supply of 
4,000 olive drab uniforms will be required to uniform the 
Guard fully. 


In connection with the visit of the 183th N.Y. to Wash- 
ington, D.C., on March 4, it is expected that the entire 
cost to each man will be $5.00, or éven less. The com- 
mittee is figuring on putting up a tent on public ground 
for feeding the men. Major General Roe is to review the 
command March 29. As April 23, the anniversary of the 
departure of the regiment for the Civil War, falls on 
Sunday, the customary review of the regiment by’ Gen- 
eral McLeer will take place April 24. The Gould trophy 
will be presented by Governor Higgins, when he reviews 
the regiment, May 138. 

Adjutant General Foster, of Florida, announces the 
following officers commissioned on the General Staff:

Co. D, 9th N.Y., Capt. F. W. Ward, incident to its an- 
nual reception at the armory on Feb. 21, gave an exhibi- 
tion in close order movements, of the revised drill regu- 
lations, that was not only an object lesson to many mili- 
tary men present, but it was one of the best drills ever 
given in the armory. During the firings Captain Ward 
formed a hollow square from a single rank in double 
time, and while such a movement is not prescribed, it ap- 
peared to be a thoroughly practical movement, and one 
that could be used to great advantage in street riot duty. 
The movements by platoons were finely executed, and the 
work of the individual men in the bayonet drill was an- 
other feature deserving of high praise. All the way 
through the company demonstrated that it had been care- 
fully instructed, and Captain Ward and his officers and 
men are to be congratulated upon the success of its ex- 
hibition. 


The vacant majorship in the 7ist N.Y. has been settled 
by the election of Capt. Anthony J. Bleecker, senior cap- 
tain in the regiment, who received twenty-two votes, 
against four cast for Capt. R. Byars. Only two officers 
were absent, and of these one was in Detroit,and the other 
was sick.

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THE CASE OF MIDSHIPMAN ARROWOOD. 

The Navy Department has declined to make public the 
letters addressed to it by the Rev, Mr. Arrowood, father 
of the midshipman who left the Kearsarge without leave 
and who has been arrested and is now to be returned to 
his ship for trial. The J.A. General of the Navy is mak- 
ing up the charges against Arrowood, but the officials de- 
cline to give any details except to say that Arrowood will 
be turned over to the Commander-in-Chief of the North 
Atlantic Station, who will determine what steps are to 
be taken. The Navy Department believes that the case 
has already obtained too much notoriety and the chal- 
lenge of his father for a public discussion in the news- 
papers has been ignored. 

In a letter addressed to the Raleigh, N.C., Morning 
Post, the father says: “The statement that my son 
wrote me that he ‘found his associations were of such an 
immoral character that he — not be a Christian gen- 
tleman and an officer of the Navy at the same time,’ is 
untrue. I said that the ‘bic ‘kering, injustice, and jealous- 
ies of the Service were such that my son could not be true 
to the demands of the Service and maintain the Christian 
manhood and integrity his conscience demanded.’ What 
I said in my letter to the Department was said on my 
own initiative, and information, my son knowing nothing 
about it. No intelligent American who followed the 
Sampson-Schley investigation doubts it for a moment. 
The whole Service from top to bottom, in this respect, 
is honey-combed with rottenness. Look well to the social 
life of the ‘Four Hundred,’ and you have a replica of 
the social life of the Navy. Is this morality? Yes, the 
world and Admiral Coghlan, *Y.M.C.A.’ preacher in his 
old age, ete., ete., says it is. Is it Christian? No, by 
all the shades of our Scotch forefathers, from whom we 
have inherited our love of freedom and right, and from 
whom we have learned how to love and defend the truth, 
we declare it to be absolutely unChristian.” 

Mr. Arrowood further complains that his son was not 
allowed to identify himself- with the Presbyterian congre- 
gation at Annapolis because he could not certify that he 
could not conscientiously worship in the Academy chapel, 
as the Catholics certify who are allowed to worship else- 
where. He says: “Only one other boy besides my son 
would ask the privilege, out of over three hundred boys. 
Why? Because it was the general impression in the 
Academy that it would make a boy unpopular with the 
authorities.” 

Speaking of the Academy chaplain, Mr. Arrowood 
says: “If Brother Clark could have added John Calvin's 
sermons the authorities would have had all the boys ex- 
cept the Catholics corraled in the chapel. But I humbly 


submit that Rev. Clark and the academic authorities 
could not quite swallow John Calvin. He reasens a little 
too strongly on ‘temperance, righteousness and judgment 
to come’ to suit the moral atmosphere at Annapolis.”’ Re- 
ferring to what Admiral Coghlan said as to the breaking 
his oath of enlistment by young Arrowood, his father 
says: “I submit that no oath of service can be binding 
in its moral aspects when that oath was taken in ignor- 
ance of the moral consequences.” He says in conclusion: 
“Another thing I want the public to know and I am done. 
Midshipman Arrowood communicated with the Depart- 
ment that he was ready to appear at any time at the 
Navy Department in New York for trial. Netwithstand- 
ing this the Department had him arrested, I suppose to 
humiliate him and his friends as much as possible.”

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ADJUTANT’S MANUAL

JOHN WILEY & SON*, 48-45 East 19th Street, New York City 
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reported to Colonel Appleton. Colonel Smith, in his 
passage around the lines, was accompanied by an_hon- 
orary staff consisting of Capts. Frederick Perkins, Evan 
M. Johnson, jr., John K. Miller, Traber Norman, Ed- 
ward Bell, Lieutenants Arthur F. Halpin, Walter H. 
Johnson, Arthur L. Bump, and John J. Moller, all of the 
sth U.S. Infantry. In the passage the distance between 
the front and rear rank of companies, and the intervals 
between men, were carefully preserved, and it was the 
first time the regiment ever paraded with forty inches 
between the front and rear rank, marching in company 
front. 

During evening parade, which was in line, and like 
the review, a fine ceremony, the crack shots of the 
regiment were specially honored by being ordered to the 
front. First came a line of forty-six distinguished ex- 
perts, next a line of 130 experts, and lastly a line of 206 
sharpshooters. Colonel Smith reviewed these men, after 
which the regimental rifle team was ordered to the 
front and reviewed. Lastly Companies C and K, who 
made superior records in outdoor and indoor shooting, 
were marched to the front, and were also reviewed by 
Colonel Smith. No regiment in the United States, either 
in or out of the Army, has equalled the record of the 
7th in rifle practice. 

Colonel Appleton next put the regiment through a 
short regimental drill which was most finely executed. 
Following this Colonel Smith and party and other special 
guests were enjoyably entertained in the library at a 
collation. At its conclusion Colonel Appleton made some 
brie. remarks which, in part, were as follows: ‘Colonel 
smith, Major Wood, and officers of the 8th Infantry: I 
desire to welcome you to the 7th Regiment armory, and 
as I have just said to Major Wood, the latch string is 
always outside to the officers of the 8th Infantry, and the 
latch string of our hearts is in the same position. Since 
i have been in command of the 7th Regiment I have 
always been anxious to get into contact with the Regu- 
iar Army officers and have them review us when pos- 
sible. It is the wish of the officers of this regiment, and 
every man of the command, to be inspected by Regular 
\rmy men. This evening is the first time this regiment 
has been called out for parade since last October, and 
is the first time I took my sword in hand under the new 
drill regulations. Colonel Smith knows the men tried to 
do their duty faithfully and well. We have had other 
regulations during the last fifty years, but to-night I 
know every man felt proud to know we were to be re- 
viewed and criticized by Regular officers, especially as 
Colonel Smith was chairman of the board which gave 
us the present Drill Regulations. Gentlemen, I want to 
thank you for your kindness in reviewing our regiment 
to-night, and propose a toast to Colonel Smith and of- 
ficers of the 8th Infantry.’’ This toast, of course, was 
heartily drunk. 

Colonel Smith in reply said in part: ‘‘Colonel Apple- 
ton: I am glad to express my own sentiments for the 
manner of our reception at this review, and consider it 
a very great compliment to Regular Army men to have 
been invited to review the 7th Regiment. You know the 
honds between the Regular Army and the 7th Regiment 
are very strong. I think this is more particularly so with 
officers who have been stationed at the Military Acad- 
emy and those who graduate therefrom. The 7th Regi- 
ment is one which we hold in the greatest love, a senti- 
ment which I have no doubt is reciprocated. Colonel 
Appleton, you have a fine regiment, a happy family, as 
it were; I never saw any better in my life, and the way 
they went through the new drill to-night reflects great 
credit on the man who has devoted his time and money 
for over fifteen years in bringing it up to this efficiency.

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CHIEFS FOR THE CAVALRY AND INFANTRY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I have just read with great interest and heartiest 
sympathy “What the conservative majority think” in 
the JouRNAL of Feb. 11, 1905, signed “Infantry.” To 
make “promotion by elimination” an effective reality, 
something more than legislation permitting the examin- 
ation of officers on their efficiency and professional quali- 
fications with a view to their discharge, retirement or re- 
duction in rank, is required. The Artillery arm is for- 
tunate in having this, viz., a chief of arm. The Infantry 
and Cavalry should also have their chiefs of arm. 

Since the office of Chief of Artillery was established, 
only four years ago, a number of reforms along the 


very lines suggested by “Infantry” have been accom- 
plished, some of them extending to the whole Service 
and due to the responsibility and initiative placed upon 
this — of arm. Among these reforms may be men- 
tioned: 

(1) The making of “general efficiency” qualifica- 
tions as determined by an officer’s official record a 
separate subject of examination, in which, if he fails, 
he is suspended from promotion for a year, even though 
he should pass professionally, morally and physically. 

(2) The establishment of a higher standard for the 
obtaining of commissions in the Artillery (G.O. 55, W. 


D., 1904). 

(c) The examination of all Artillery officers for pro- 
motion at only two places, and the special selection of 
Artillery officers for the membership of examining boards. 

(d) The requirement that all line members of ex- 
amining boards shall be Artillery officers. 

(e) The inspection of Artillery troops almost exclu- 
sively by Artillery officers (this with the co-operation of 
the inspector general). 

(f) The fair proportioning, according to strength of 
arm, of details on detached service and to vacancies in 
the staff departments. 

There are many others. Enough have been men- 
tioned to show the tendency of a chief of arm to pro- 
mote efficiency and contentment. Probably either of 
the two chiefs of Artillery who have so far held the of- 
fice would be the last to claim any originality of idea 
in the reforms proposed, but he had the opportunity, 
the position and responsibility to propose in effective 
form things which, when so presented, won, of course, 
on their merits. 

It may be objected that the appointment of chiefs of 
Infantry and Cavalry with duties similar to those of 
the Chief of Artillery would invade the province of the 
regimental commander. There are two good answers 
to this objection and may be others. 

(1) Our Army is commanded by post. commanders, 
not by regimental commanders, and until brigade posts 
are established this must continue. Only one Cavalry 
regiment and seven Infantry regiments are stationed 
together in the United States. Even in these cases the 
colonel under our Army administrative system is much 
more the post commander than the regimental com- 
mander. It is as post commander that he administers 
discipline and prescribes instruction and duties. 

(2) Under our system of lineal promotion the colonel 
almost invariably “grew up” in another regiment, and 
he has arrived at an age when the new association does 
not arouse that interest in the officers of the new regi- 
ment which he cannot help still feeling for those of the 
old. The Army Register of 1905 shows all the Cavalry 
colonels and twenty-six Infantry colonels “commanding” 
regiments they never belonged to in any lower grade. 

It may be objected that the appointment of chiefs of 
Infantry and Cavalry would interfere with the General 
Staff. This has not been found to be the case with the 
Chief of Artillery. Besides, it is a well settled rule of 
administration, both in and out of the Army, that com- 
mittees and boards, such as the “divisions” of the Gen- 
eral Staff are, and should continue to be, are the poorest 
possible means for doing things as distinguished from 
conceiving ways to do. ‘The formulation of general 
policies, in so far as these are not legislative, the study 
of ways and means of using to best advantage what 
the law gives, these are the functions of the General 





Staff, and these duties are best performed by committees. 
Their execution must be left to individuals. 

There is no one thing about which the American 
Army Officer is more keen than a square deal, a fair op- 
portunity to show what he has in him. He is always 
changing regiments, he is always changing stations, he 
is always changing department and division commanders. 
What is wanted is some one office which can give to his 
needs and abilities that personal attention which will 
assure him of his fair share of the good and the bad, 
the easy and the hard and reward proportional to his 
merits. 

Before 1898 the number of line officers was compara- 
tively small, only 1,500, and the officers had not come 
in too rapidly to prevent their being pretty well known, 
all of them. The Adjutant General’s Office was then in 
fairly good touch with all. The regiments had not 
yet been much broken up by lineal promotion, as they 
now are, and whenever possible officers transferred back 
to their old regiments upon promotion. The roster for 
stations and duty was run by regiments, and all fared 
more or less alike. 

Now all is changed. There is no one officer, except 
in the Artillery, whose duty it is to see that all get their 
share of opportunity as compared with each other. It 
would be a physical inipossibility for the Chief of Staff 
to give the subject the time it requires. It should not 
be given to any officer below the rank of colonel, and 
he ought to be at least a brigadier general. Then if 
everyone in the arm feels and knows that one officer is 
responsible for final recommendations made in his case 
and knows who that officer is, he will cheerfully accept 
what may, at the moment seem unexplainable, knowing 
that it will be made up to him in time. The responsi- 
bility of the chief is great, and he cannot help feeling 
and acting upon it, as all eyes are upon him expecting 
fair play. This is the way it has worked in the Ar- 
tillery and the same would be bound to happen in the 
Infantry and Cavalry. It may be objected that the ap- 
pointment of chiefs of Cavalry and Infantry would 
create too many offices and interfere with The Military 
Secretary’s Office, or that the duties should be performed 
by one general officer for all arms. The answer to this 
is found in the experience of every officer. We all hate 
to be inspected by an officr of another arm. The Cav- 
alryman has a small opinion of the Infantryman’s in- 
spection (the professional part), and vice versa. We 
think, and often with reason, that the inspector’s ex- 
perience in our kind of work does not justify his criti- 
cism. If the inspector, as is sometimes the case, thinks 
the same, then the inspection amounts to nothing. We 
get neither blame nor commendation. So if one officer 
is to be responsible for the kind of duties now performed 
by the Chief of Artillery for all three arms, he will have 
served most of his life in one arm, and the other two 
will suffer or he will have served during his prime in a 
staff department and all three will suffer. There should 
be at least three chiefs of arm, for their principal justi- 
fication (so far as this discussion goes) is ability to fairly 
judge records from a professional and technical stand- 
point and to base recommendations thereon. 

The final and most important of all the reasons for 
establishing the office of chief for each arm is to safe- 
guard the interests of the Government in war. The mili- 
tary policy of the United States has been pretty clearly 
defined since the foundation of the Government to be 
the maintenance of the very smallest Army possible. 
The officers of this Army are, theoretically at least, ex- 
pected to furnish trained organizers and commanders at 
the beginning of a war for the great volunteer armies. 
The best method of selection should unhesitatingly be 
adopted. This is not, and cannot be a board or com- 
mittee, it is some expert individual upon whom the re- 
sponsibility for selection is squarely placed in regula- 
tions so that all will know who he is. ‘ 

Of course the recommendations of a chief of arm are 
not final, but with the rarest exceptions these, from the 
very nature of things, must be confirmed by the War 
Department, or a new chief selected. The nomination 
of general officers rests absolutely with the President, 
both by law and custom, but with the establishment of 
a chief for each arm responsible for recommendations 
regarding each officer from the time of his entry into the 
Service, the natural result would be to bring merit so 
conspicuously before the War Department and the Presi- 
dent that it could not be overlooked. ARTILLERY. 








NO DISTINCTION OF CITIZENSHIP.

To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Sir: In your issue of Feb. 4 “One of Them” seems 
to have a grievance against some non-com. of Teutonic 
blood, and in his narrow-mindedness blames the na- 
tionality, for the act of the individual. So long as he 
makes distinction of nationalities (which recruiting offi- 
cers do not) and lays certain faults and virtues to cer- 
tain nations, why doesn’t he cite the most common 
names in the military prisons and in the prisoner’s list 
of every guardhouse? As to the correctness of his state- 
ment referring to the transfer of aliens to the Coast 
Artillery, will he please look up the list of “certificates 
of merit,” the promotions for gallantry in action, and 
then tell me how the names with the “the to him” ob- 
jectionable end syllables got there, as I am sure it was 


not from service in the Coast Artillery nor through 
political pull. How about the list of killed and wounded? 
The Spaniard and the Filipino must also have had a 
cote serine the -lichs and -bergers “in the Coast Ar- 
illery. 

If the Williamses and Johnsons improved the discipline 
and the efficiency of our Army, I like to hear it from 
some officer who served before the time when it became 
necessary to have a commissioned officer in charge of 
fatigue parties. Non-coms. (whatever their names) used 
to be competent to look after those “just as good as 
you” fellows, and the garrison was kept clean. I feel 
sorry for any army in which the majority of the rank 
and file think themselves as good as any officer. ‘“‘As 
good as you” is a very nice—theory—in civil life, and 
sounds well in a Fourth of July speech, but is a detri- 
ment to any army, vide our militia. If Private Wil- 
liams is as good as Major stein why does the 
Government make so much difference in their pay? If 
he is as good as any officer, why does he come in the 
Service for $13 when there are always vacancies for 
$116 positions? 

While it is my personal opinion that no foreign-born 
person should hold a commission in the United States 
Army except in cases where he has proven, without the 
shadow of a doubt, his loyalty to his adopted country, 
an extreme bravery in the face of the enemy, a superior 
education and a broadmindedness, I think the American 
Army loses nothing in its efficiency by rewarding deserv- 
ing aliens with the small increase of pay it allows its 
non-commissioned officers. 

Anent the small pay; I have seen several arguments 
for the increase of pay of the non-commissioned staff 
in your journal, but never the one very cogent one, to 
wit: the frequent change of station now in vogue which 
entails for a man with a family, expenses never con- 
templated when the position and pay were established.

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MRS. DAVIS TO GENERAL MILES. 


In a letter to the Savannah Press, Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis calls upon Gen. Nelson A. Miles to produce in 
full a photographie copy of a letter which he says he 
received from her thanking him for his care of Jefferson 
Davis while a prisoner, or to cease his references to it 
to justify his treatment of the President of the Con- 
federacy. She says in her letter: 

‘‘As I understand, General Miles claims that he kas 
such a note in his possession. I have not the least 
memory of having written such a note to him. It is 
conceivable that, while ignorant of the facts or in hope- 
ful recognition of some improvement in the treatment 
inflicted upon my husband, I may have made some ac- 
knowledgment of what I may have construed as com- 
mon humanity at a time when had I known the facts as 
they existed I never could nor would have written save 
in indignant protest. 

“Forty years have passed since General Miles per- 
petrated the cruelities for which he is now undergoing 
some measure of punishment at the hands of his own 
public. During that period he has not hesitated to shift 
the responsibility for his act upon others. The publi- 
cation of the instructions under which he claims to have 
acted, and the correspondence which led up to them, have 
long since convinced every candid mind that his treat- 
ment of Mr. Davis was gratuitous, neither justified nor 
required by the orders of his superiors. 

“It has long since conclusively appeared that he in- 
vited authority to do what he knew to be unnecessary 
and cruel and that he perverted the instructions which 
he did receive into a license to inflict indignity and need- 
less suffering upon a helpless prisoner overwhelmed by 
misfortunes and in the agony of physical pain. 

“No one at any+time could by any possibility have 
become more thoroughly convinced than General Miles 
that a pressing necessity was upon him to establish by 
every scrap of evidence that he had been misunder- 
stood or misrepresented. The public mind has long ago 
passed the point where General Miles by mere assertion 
could reverse the judgment passed upon him. His dis- 
tinguished accuser was known of all men to be of spot- 
less honor, one who could not by any possibility stoop 
to misrepresent the most trivial act of his most con- 
temptible enemy. 

“The public attention cannot be deflected from the 
terrible charges under which General Miles rests by a 
controversy over a letter concerning even the existence 
of which no stronger proof is advanced than the bare 
assertion of General Miles. But in so far as it may be 
of any importance, my estimate of General Miles’s 
character is such that I am constrained to demand that, 
if the letter exists, a photographie reproduction, showing 
the date, the place of writing, the contents and the sig- 
nature, be given to the public. If it is of the vital im- 
portance which General Miles seems to claim, surely the 
situation from his own standpoint suggests that the 
slight trouble involved would be justified. 

“Awakened to the heinousness of his conduct by a 
closer association with educated. gentlemen, he doubtless 
feels the shame which stabs and clings to him now that 
the passions attendant upon war are passing away and 
Ogee forth revealed to his countrymen in his true 
ight.

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LESSONS FROM PORT ARTHUR. 


In an article reviewing the experiences at Port Ar- 
thur, the London Army and Navy Gazette shows that of 
all the obstacles there the most formidable was the 30-foot 
drop into a ditch. Escapes, however well concealed, can 
be cut down by modern artillery fire, and wire entangle- 
ments, even when electrified, can be surmounted; but a 
30-foot fall will break a stormer’s neck as effectually now 
as in the days of Josephus, and until that impediment is 
reduced, a way into the heart of the place is denied to 
the assailants. 

Mines alone can effect this, and a miner’s rate of prog- 
ress is still conditioned by the nature of the soil as it was 
a couple centuries ago, for the tunneling apparatus em- 
ployed in such works as the Simplon take more time and 
labor to instal than the old-fashioned approach by sap 
and gallery. It was an axiom in the old smooth-bore 
days that a single field gun could stop the progress of a 





saphead if it was in a position to fire; hence the com- 
plete subdual of the enemy’s artillery has always been a 
preliminary of all siege operations, and this task has been 
immensely simplified by the greater choice of position af- 
forded by the large increase of range to the assailant, and 
also by the use of smokeless powder, provided that the 
guns or howitzers are fired from a ravine or hollow deep 
enough to conceal the flash. But no progress appears as 
yet to have been made in the rapidity of the methods of 
above-ground approach, which is remarkable in view of 
the almost obvious facilities high-angle fire and big how- 
itzer shells afford. 

The close approach to a fortress was generally effected, 
when sapping was impossible or too slow, by the use of 
mines, which on explosion formed “craters,” in which 
men could get cover and break out fresh trenches or saps; 
but shells are only flying mines, with the advantage that 
nowadays they can be planted within a foot or two of 
where they are required, and with the guns of a modern 
siege train it would be possible to break up the ground 
along the lines of parallels and approaches, so that they 
would at once fall. A crater of fifteen feet diameter ev- 
ery thirty yards or so would be sufficient to ensure, in 
most ground, a connected trench before daylight, and 
shells, heavy as they are, cost less to manufacture and 
convey to the front than British soldiers, at any rate. 

Since, once within the forts, the Japanese used the 
shell holes in the manner suggested, and correspondents 
were sufficiently struck with the novelty of the idea to 
report it, it seems pretty clear that it was not employed 
at any previous stage of the approach, and the fact is a 
curious illustration of the slowness of any army, as an 
army, to accept a new idea. Actually amongst engineers 
it has been discussed for the past twenty years, but on 
no single occasion has it been employed, though opportun- 
ities have not been wanting. 

The existence of the Port Arthur defenses, though they 
have not ultimately saved the Russian fleet, have at least 
saved Russia from the humiliation of a second Sedan, 
which the presence of an additional 100,000 men on the 
Taitse in August might well have sufficed to bring about. 
But, would not the money they cost, if laid out on the 
Siberian railway, have been expended to far greater ad- 
vantage? Had the railway been efficient, if Port Arthur 
and Vladivostok had both been open roadsteads, and the 
Pacific Squadron in the Baltic at the outbreak of hostili- 
ties, but, unlike the Baltic fleet, fit for action at a mo- 
ment’s notice, it seems to us that Russia’s position would 
have been stronger by far, for the Japanese would have 
had to delay their great effort of invasion until the fleet 
had been accounted for, and meanwhile the Russians 
could have accumulated their land forces unmolested. 

It seems to us, taking all the circumstances into con- 
sideration, that British diplomacy never did a nation a 
better turn than when it induced Japan to surrender Port 
Arthur. Against a slow step-by-step approach on land 
Japan was practically powerless. Force of numbers must 
in the end have overwhelmed her, but Port Arthur 
brought the danger to a head, and it seems likely to drain 
the strength of the Russian Colossus as effectually as 
Spain bled France to the death, 
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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

In “The Two Captains,” published by the Macmillan 
Company, New York (price $1.50), Cyrus Townsend 
Brady has presented a romance of Bonaparte and Nelson 
which ranks among the best, if not, indeed, as the very 
best of his historical novels. The central characters of 
his story are widely drawn, the dramatic events in which 
they figure are described with fine effect and the whole 
narrative is full of action, spirit and rugged human in- 


terest. The romance of the fighting captains includes 
incidentally a love story which is at once animated, 
dainty and wholesome. 

It would be difficult to name a more interesting story 
of the great West than “Bucking the Sagebrush,” pub- 
lished by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York (price $1.50). 


The author of this work, Mr. Charles J. Steedman, son 
of the late Rear Admiral Charles Steedman, U.S.N., 
and brother of Capt. Richard R. Steedman, 11th U.S. 
Infantry, takes as his theme a trip made by himself 
and his partner trailing a herd of cattle from Wyoming 
to Oregon, a distance of 1,200 miles, in 1876, and in his 
account of that expedition he has presented a graphic 
picture of cowboy life on the plains in those days. The 
story, besides being a recital of actual experience, is also 
romance of adventure, hardship and daring which every 
robust American boy will read with keen delight. The 
work is superbly illustrated by Charles M. Russell, whose 
picture of Indians, cowboys and horses are true to life. 

Under the title “Trials and Triumphs,” A. ©. McClurg 
& Co., of Chicago, have published a large and hand- 
some volume giving the record of the Fifty-ninth Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry by Capt. Hartwell Osborn. The 
work is richly embellished with portraits and maps and 
the records of the regiment are so complete that the 
work should be of permanent interest to the members 
and friends of that command. It is a valuable addition 
to the literature of the Civil War. 


Among the recent publications of the Franklin Hud- 
son Publishing Company, Kansas City, Mo., are two of 
special interest to members of the military service. One 
is a Syllabus of Davis’s International Law prepared for 
the use of students at service and garrison schools by 
Lieut. Consuelo A. Seoane, 3d U.S. Cavalry, and the 
other is a compilation of Distance Measuring Tables 
by Capt. Edwin Bell, 8th U.S. Infantry. Both of these 
works have been prepared with a view of presenting in 
compact form a large amount of information on techni- 
cal subjects with which Army officers are required to be 
familiar, and the reader will discover even on superficial 
observation that the authors have most successfully ac- 
complished their purpose. 

Dr. Azel Ames, late major and brigade surgeon, U.S. 
Volunteers, has reprinted in pamphlet form his paper on 
the proposal of a Medical Reserve Corps for the United 
States Army which originally appeared in the Journal 
of the Association of Military Surgeons. 

Chaplain T. G. Steward, 25th U.S. Infantry, has pub- 
lished in pamphlet form two of his noted addresses— 
“The Army as a Trained Force” and “The Birth of the 
Republic.”

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The Ohio Vicksburg Battlefield Commission has de- 
cided upon May 22 as the-date on which to dedicate 
Ohio monuments in Vicksburg Park, that day being the 
forty-second anniversary of the great assault against the 
Confederate lines in which General Grant lost in killed 
and wounded between the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
3,199 officers and men. It will be a great occasion, and 
Vicksburg is arranging for the entertainment for the 
visitors, among them being a joint campfire addressed 
by prominent citizens. President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary Taft will be urged to attend. Round trip for 
single fare has been arranged, and W. P. Gualt, of 
Columbus, Ohio, secretary of the commission, has pre- 
pared a circular giving full particulars of the trip with 
minute details. 
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Experiments have been made in France and Austria 
with a contrivance for representing artillery fire by re- 
flecting light which may ultimately become practicaliy 
useful for training purposes. The apparatus is so ar- 
ranged that when a gun is aimed the sun’s rays are in- 
stantly reflected upon the objective, thus showing what 
accuracy of aim has been obtained. The reflected rays 
are visible to both men and officers as well as to umpires 
in target practice whose decisions are facilitated thereby. 
The apparatus has been used successfully on ranges of 
two to three thousand yards, and is so cheap that if sat- 
isfactory in other respects it will probably receive a tvial 
in other armies.
